A hunter collapsing and dy- 
ing beside the body of the deer 
which he had just shot, is the 
grim story from a Harburn 
Township hunting camp, 30 
miles north of Haliburton vil- 
lage.

EDITORIAL.... 


THE RISING DEBENTURE DEBT 

Lindsay’s rising debenture debt (already almost 10 
per cent above the prescribed norm) is 4 matter of con- 
cern, 

Councillor Russell Taylor, in his role of finance 
chairman, has advocated a shorter debenture term and 
as much “pay-as-you-go” budgeting as possible. We 
believe this is desirable, in fact it is more than that — 
jt is obviously going to become essential because the 
Ontario Municipal Board will not continue to approve 
debentures when the prescribed limit has been passed. 

Whenever the subject of debentures is raised, we 
always remember what seemed like some very sound 
advice on the subject of debenturing which came from 
Water Board Chairman Maurice Collins when the new 
filtration plant was being financed. He made a recom- 
mendation to the town which would have saved it a 
great deal of money but the town couldn’t see its way 
clear to get out of the rut and reyerted to “usual 
practice” in handling such matters. The formula he 
submitted appeared to be not only sound but practical 
and is still just as applicable as it was then. Perhaps 
it’s not too late yet to save a few thousand on the latest 
debenture issues if those in the driver’s seat are willing 
to bend a little and entertain new, workable methods.

Reports and Remarks... 


ANALYZING THE RABIES POSITION 

TORONTO—In Ontario, during July, August 
and September, 128 cases of rabies were diagnosed in 
wild and domestic animals, the Department of Lands 
and Forests reports. Most of the positive cases were 
in the southern parts of the province as in previous 
months, but there was an extension of the disease, in 
domestic animals only, to the Temiskaming and Algoma 
Territorial Districts. 

Forty-six per cent of the confirmed cases in July, 
August and September were in wildlife, with 45 occur- 
rences in foxes, 12 in skunks, two in wolves and one in 
bats. The rabid bat was collected in York County. 
Previously, rabies had been diagnosed in two bats, one 
from Simce County and the other from Carleton Goun- 


ty. Information for the report was compiled by the 
Ontario Department of Health,

“Cottagers have NOT been 
endangered by any new ruling 
on the Assessment Act, be- 
cause as far as | know, there 
never was a new amendment 
made”. That's the word from 
Victoria County's highest offi- 
cial on the controversial “cot- 
tage vote” issue. 

Commenting on the recent 
newspaper publicity regarding 
a new amendment to the Act 
prohibiting owners of cottages 
to vote in any municipal 
election, Victoria County War- 
den John Alton told ‘The Post’ 
there had been a complete 
misunderstanding regarding 
the matter, and cottage own- 
ers were getting up in arms 
over it. 

“1 know of no new amend- 
ment to the Assessment Act 
that takes either the wife or 
the husband off the assess- 
ment roles if her or his resi- 
dence is more than five miles 
outside the municipality”. 
“Where the mistake has been 
made,” he continued, “is re- 
garding qualification for a 
seat on any particular council 
which requires the candidate 
to be of continued residence 
within the limit of five miles 
from the municipality.” 

“Tn one instance”, he said, 
“I know of a councillor whose 
place of business is on Toronto 
but his summer home, (actu- 
ally winterized) is used every 
weekend and is within the five 
Mile boundary limit. He is 
what you might term a ‘“com- 
muter” which is quite in order 
to qualify as a councillor.” 

“A far as I know” he con- 
tinued, “this has always been 
the rule, and the majority of 
cottage owners know this’. 

He felt that the misunder- 
standing had been further ag- 
gravated over the recent news 
in some of the larger daily 
papers regarding a Toronto 
man and summer property 
;owner who had been refused a 
|right to run for council in his 
particular’ municipality be- 
cause he was classed as only 
a summer residence.

Ww does the moon appear 
larger when it Is rising 
than when it is high in the sky? 
Apparent enlargement of the 
toon when it is near the horizon 
is granted on all sides to be a 
human illusion. Some say it’s be- 
cause we compare the moon with 
terrestrial objects in the same 
field of vision. Others attribute 
it to the magnifying qualities of 
thickened air near the horizon. 
Probably the most widely-ac- 
cepted theory on this curious sub- 
ject is based on the angle at 
which we hold our heads. A well 
known stunt in this connection is 
to turn your back to the rising 
moon, bend forward and observe 
the moon through your legs. The 
same effect is derived by stand- 
ing on one's head. 
\ The lad above, experimenting 


with this illusion-dispeliing de- 
vice, has discovered another puz- 
zling aspect of the phenomenon. 
Lying on his back with the moon 
high overhead, he has expected 
to find the illusion reversed. That 
is to say, if the moon can be made 
to appear smaller by observing it 
from an unconventional stance 
when it is at the horizon, it should 
follow that observation from a4 
prone position, when the moon is 
overhead, should make it appear 
larger. But does it? Next time 
the moon comes up try it and

EDITORIALS.... 


IS LINDSAY THE EXCEPTION? wD 

Is Lindsay the exception to hospitals in Ontario in- 
sofar as the economics of their operation are concerned? 
This question seems timely at this moment in view of a 
statement made by Ontario Health Minister Matthew 
Dymond at Dunnville on Saturday. Speaking at the open- 
ing of an addition to the Haldimand Hospital, the health 
minister is reported in this morning's press as having 
said: “No hospital in Ontario has reported a deficit in 

ears.” 

Tae read the figures incorrectly, the Ross 
Memorial Hospital at Lindsay has been reporting regu- 
lar monthly deficits. Is Lindsay the one exception to 
deficit-free hospital operation? In view of Dr. Dymond Ss 
statement, we feel this question ought to be answered in 


the public interest. 


AN ALMOST FORGOTTEN OCCASION : 

Ask the average youngster today what his plans are 
for Guy Fawkes Night and he'll probably counter with 
“When's that?” .. . It’s an almost forgotten occasion, 
no longer observed in most parts of this country. 

It wasn’t always that way ... Guy Fawkes Night was 
quite an occasion, especially in the days following his 
notorious attempt to blow up the British House of Parli- 
ament. A custom arose and was carried on for over 
three centuries in which Guy Fawkes’ effigy was burned. 
It is only within the last two or three decades that the 
practice has died out in these parts .. . Youngsters used 
to spend days building a platform, making the effigy 
of Guy Fawkes — usually of straw and old clothes — in 
preparation for the night of November 5th when the 
finished product was carried in a torchlight parade to a 
suitable place, saturated with coil oil and burned. 

The notorious character hit the headlines on the day 
at the turn of the 17th century when one of his partners 
in conspiracy “upset the applecart”. The conspirators 
had hired a house near the House of Parliament, tun- 
nelled under it, and set up a charge of gunpowder which 
was designed to blow up the House of Parliament and 
anyone who happened to be in it. Guy Fawkes’ co-con- 
spirator — Francis Freshman — fearing that his friend 
and member of parliament — Lord Monteagle — might be 
a victim, warned him not to attend on the night of the 
explosion was to take place. Becoming suspicious, 
Monteagle investigated and Guy Fawkes was discovered 
guarding the charge ready to touch it off at a pre-deter- 
mined time. He was put fo death in 1606 and some of 
the others involved in the plot were later either executed 
or given prison terms. 

An almost forgotten occasion but one which might 
have altered the course of British history had it succeed- 
ed. Nowadays any plot to overthrow a government is 
more subtly planned and political maneuvering, not gun- 
powder, is the weapon. 


DRESS THEM FOR SAFETY .... 

Hallowe'en is just another few hours away and 
youngsters are no doubt looking forward to this night 
of “Trick or Treat” with their usual high-spirited eag- 
erness. To them there is no danger in being abroad in 
Hallowe'en costumes and their only thoughts are of 
their “get-up” and getting from house to house as fast 
as their legs will carry them. But there is danger and 
Lindsay’s Police Chief John Hunter is appealing to par- 
ents for their co-operation in making it as safe as possi- 
ble for children to celebrate the occasion. 

The chief has suggested, among other things, that 
particular attention be given to clothing . . . Favor 
the colours which are most easily distinguished on these 
dark fall nights .... Make sure masks worn do not ob- 
scure vision . . . Have the very young accompanied by 
an older member of the family. 


This year, as for several years now, public school 
children will be engaged in a useful mission on this 
night of witches, hobgobblins and black cats... . They 
are going to be asking the people of Lindsay to shell out 
for UNICHF, a fund designed to aid the children in less 
fortunate countries. Last year Ontario children col- 
lected $162,000 which went to provide powdered skim 
milk, vaccines and medicines to cure such diseases as 
yaws, tuberculosis. and malaria, trained personnel and 
equipment for maternity clinics. 


By dressing the youngsters for safety and encour- 
aging their participation in useful projects such as 
UNICEF, Hallowe’en can be made a happy time, bearing 
fruits which will bring happiness to others. 


THIS SEAT BELT BUSINESS 

Seat belts for the protection of motor vehicle 
operators and their passengers have been a controver- 
sial subject since their introduction, mainly perhaps, 
because whenever Something useful and of good quality 
is marketed, others jump on the bandwagon to make a 
“killing” with an inferior product. 

This was brought home forcibly to the reading 
public with the announcement by the managing engi- 
neer for the certification department of the Canadian 
Standards Association that “no atitomobile seat belts 
Manufactured in Canada up to a few weeks ago met 
safety tests.” Since then, three manufacturers have 
brought their belts up to standard, he disclosed but left 
the matter up in the air by not naming the firms whose 
belts were approyed. As it now stands, the only way 
that the purchaser of seat belts can be sure the product 
is alright (approved), according to CSA standards, is 
to look for its label on the belt webbing. 

The value of seat belts has been established to the 
satisfaction of large sections of the medical profession 
and traffic Safety research organizations but in the 
light of the CSA disclosures, it is easy to be seen how 
much of the motoring public could be riding around 
with a sense of false Security. 

As was indicated in this paper on Wednesday, the 
Lindsay Rotary Club was about to embark on a safety 
belt sales campaign to raise funds for the club-sponsored 
swimming pool but we have since learned that a tem- 
porary halt in plans has been called ag a result of the 
CSA Managing engineer's revelations. No doubt the 
club will now require the necesary assurances that the 
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Reports and Remarks... 


KNOW WHAT CAR “SQUABS” ARE? 

Do you know what your car “squabs” are? Ont- 
ario Safety League officials learnt (with the help of 
the dictionary) after reading this lettér from a Justice 
of the Peace in an Australian paper. “... a passing car 
threw an object through my driving side window, and 
rendered me unconscious. My foot jammed the car 
throttle open, and my vehicle left the road and crash- 
ed into a wall at very fast speed. Although the driv- 
er’s side door opened when the car jumped a slight 
embankment on the side of the highway, and the car 
continued on for approximately another 100 yards be- 
fore coming to a dead stop on impacting the wall, my 
safety belt held me in the car and, what is more im- 
portant, back against the seat squab. T feel that my 
Safety belt saved my life in all of three ways—without 
it I should have been thrown out of the car, or impact- 
ed on the steering wheel, or thrown through the wind- 
sereen”. (A squab is a stuffed cushion). 


MAD MONEY — 
HOW DO BANKS GET IT? 

Why are the banks allowed to invest their money 
in ventures containing an element of speculation when 
they are making it increasingly difficult for small busi- 
nesses to get money for daily operation? 

This is one of the questions being asked by the 
Canadian Small and Independent Business Federation. 

The question arises following a recent report that 
one company, with aid from a bank, managed to cap- 
ture 300,000 shares of Canadian Oil for re-sale to Shell 
Investments Limited. 

At the going rate of $54 a share, this would haye 
required a considerable sum. 

In a recent letter to the Canadian Small and Inde- 
pendent Business Federation the Minister of Finance 
said: “.., the present demand for loans is much greater 
than the money that the banks have available and until 
the gap between supply and demand lessens consider- 
ably, the banks have no alternative other than to ration 
what funds they have among their customers to the 
best of their ability.” 

“Perhaps the Royal Commission should be asked 
to make some inquiry to determine where the banks 
found this ‘mad money’ when the Supply is so limited 
and the demand so great,” said R. J. Bishop, executive 
director of the federation. 

“Ts this a time for such ventures?” he asked.

TWO-PURPOSE DAIRY PUMP 

A heat pump for the milking shed that combines 
the functions of cooling the milk and providing the farm 
with a constant supply of hot water was an ingenious 
mechanical aid to dairy farming reported on by John 
Rigg recently in the BBG General Overseas Service 
programme ‘New Ireas’, “In cooling 170. gallons of 
milk daily to an average temperature of 53 degrees 
Fahrenheit,” said Rigg, “it raises the temperature of 
127 gallons of water to over 140 degrees Pahrenheit, 
No more electricity is used than would be used in cool- 
ing the milk alone by a standard cooler of equal capa- 
city, which means that any farmer who installs such a 
heat pump in his dairy provides himself with a Supply of 
hot water free of cost. 

“This dairy heat pump has been developed in pro- 
totype form by the Blectrical Research Association and 
the National Institute for Research in Dairying. Dur- 
ing last winter it Operated almost continously in one 
farm dary for six thousand hours on end, and supplied 
hot water at almost constant temperature throughout,”

INSURANCE FUND NEAR DEPLETION 
Compared to an amount of $900 million five years 


ago, the amount in the Unemployment Insurance Fund 
at the end of May 1962 was about $20 million. After 
the usual summer Increase, it stood at approximately 
$60 million at the end of August. : 


Complete exhaustion of the Fund Js in prospect in 
the next few months if Fund operations are continued 
on the same terms and if unemployment continues in 
substantial volume, Government actuaries, quoted by 
the Unemployment Insurance Advisory Committee in 
a recent report to Parliament predict that if unemploy- 
ment is as serious as in the winter of 1961-62, the Goy- 
ernment would have to put $74,000,000 in the Fund 
to meet the shortage anticipated to the end of May 
1968. If the unemployment figures matched those of 
the previous winter, 1960-61, the shortage would be 
$152,000,000. The Listening Post.

There is no immunity from danger; the thing to 
know is how to meet if, They are unfortunate people 
who imagine that life can be wholly secure and cer- 
tain. 

The Ontario Safety League quotes from “Safety 
is a Personal Thing”, one of the Monthly Letters from 
the Royal Bank of Canada. The letter stresses the 
point that It is not enough to hope for freedom from 
accident; it is up to the individual to work for it. 

It is not enough to put a guard around the physical 
hazards. We must put a guard around our thinking, 
and our emotions. Our best guards are between our 
ears. 

He is a silly person who raises his feeling of cour- 
age by the ill-considered acceptance of any and eyery 
risk. Most of us have to guard against this tempta- 
tion. A feeling of inferiority mak break out in a deter- 
mination not to let another driver pass us on the road. 
The dread of humiliation is a strong force propelling 
us to do unwise and dangerous things. . 

The time to be afraid is before the thing happens, 
A wholesome fear will make us attentive to safety mea- 
sures, and when we have taken these precautions our 


minds will be clear to cope with the situation. But we — 


cannot allow carefullness to paralyze us. If we wait 
always until the outcome of our Moyements is certain 
we will never move. Fear, while being a healthy safety 
device when kept within bounds, ean in itself become 
a menace to self-preservation if allowed to run wild.

LET'S HAVE IT ON THE LINE 

There has been a lot of talk about the safety of the 
renovated Lindsay Arena—some Suggest that the super- 
structure is sound and some that it is not, and the talk 
continues. Let's have it on the line: Is it perfectly safe 
or isn’t it? 


Apparently the only way doubts which have arisen 
can be fully dispelled is to have an engineering report 
on the building's condition. This shouldn’t be difficult 
to obtain, nor should the expense be prohibitive. 

As long as a suspicion as to the building's sound- 
ness exists, the arena stands to suffer and there is far 
too much invested in the place to leave this doubt ling- 
ering around. We, on the basis of what we have heard, 
will not be entirely satisfied until the findings of a quali- 
fied engineer are on record with council and these find- 
ings made public. 


THE OLD “ONE-TWO” 

The old familfar “one-two gospel” is being preach- 
ed in Lindsay again this year after a lapse of several 
years. The “one-two gospel” has to do with making 
one do two in the realm of municipal elections by 
electing councillors to a two-year term. . 

This gospel has been revised and revived a good 
many times over the years but every time it has come 
up for a test of strength in Lindsay, it has gone down 
for the count, 

Proponents of the gospel say anyone elected to 
council needs a two-year term to get anything done 
and become experienced, Opponents disagree, They 
usually point to the year just concluding and Say’ “Look 
what you did in 11 months, let alone two years!” 

The majority of Lindsay voters in the past have 
taken the position that a good councillor doesn't need 
to worry about being re-elected... The people who sent 
him there in the first place want him to Stay on the job. 
By the same token, they seem reluctant to be placed 
in the position of having elected a councillor for two 
years who doesn’t ‘pan out”. 

The one-year term for councillors keeps the field 
competitive, discourages actions which might jeopar- 
dize re-election and gives electors a greater sense of 
government determination than otherwise would he 
case,

NOW IS THE TIME 
TO DIG TUBERS 

Tt will soon be winter with 
those killing frosts. Are all 
your tender garden plants 
cared for yet? How about 
your dahlias and tuberous: 
rooted begonias? If you 
haven’t dug them up yet 
make plans to do so soon, ad- 
vise horticulturists with the 
Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Wait for a fine day to do 
your digging, and start early 
in the day so as to take advan- 
tage of the sun to dry them. 

After the first killing frost 
cut your dahlia plants to with- 
in two or three inches of the 
ground, Dig them carefully 
to avoil damaging the storage 
roots, and turn them upside 
down to dry in the sun. In the 
evening take them inside and 
store the roots in boxes of dry 
sand, peat, or sawdust. The 
boxes should be stored in a 
cool place at about 40 to 45°F.

“We on the building com: 
mittee are extremely upset by 
this untimely rumor . . . it has 
stared just a few days before 
our scheduled opening”, said 
Mr. Payne. 

The chairman explained that 
all work on the roof had been 
carried out to the exact spe- 
cifications of Mark Matsumo, 
consulting structural engineer 
with a reputable firm in To- 
ronto.

“We tested all the Canadian 
belts and frankly, we found 
something wrong with all of 
them”, said Desmond Dymond 
managing engineer for the 
certification department of 
the Canadian Standards Asso- 
ciation, 

Here on a tour of CSA of- 
fices, Mr. Dymond said in an 
interview that at least three 
manufacturers have brought 
their belts up to standard. He 
said 18 Canadian companies 
asked the CSA to test their 
belts. Tests were conducted 
in the association’s Toronto of- 
fice for two months. 

Faults discovered by en- 
gineers include. A belt sup- 
posed to be safe at up to 6,000 
pounds of stress ripped apart 
at 3,700 pounds; a buckle ex- 
ploded into shrapnel under si- 
miliar stress; some buckle 
pis or springs wore excessi- 
vely under tests; Webbing 
Snapped; floor hardware bolts 
popped out of anchor points; 
webbing wore in abrasion tests 
or was cut by anchor plates.

Milk price 
stays same 
for present 


The price of milk in Lindsay 
and area, as supplied to con- 
sumers by Silverwood’s and 
McMullen’s dairies, will re- 
main at 24¢ per quart at pre- 
sent. This was announced to- 
day by Managers Alex McKes- 
sock and Lloyd MeMullen re- 
spectively. 

An increase of one cent per 
quart was slated to become 
effective on November Ist but 
this was quashed by a notice 
received this morning from the 
Milk Industry Board of the De- 
partment of Agriculture say- 
ing that Premier Robarts had 
taken action to delay the in- 
crease in the price of milk to 
producers and consumers. 
This was decided at a cabinet 
meeting, Wednesday. An in- 
junction was taken with the ap- 
proval of the Minister of Ag- 
riculture, calling for a mora- 
torium to allow time to study 
the situation, the notice said. 

Early in October, local 
dairies had received word from 
the Milk Industry Board that 
effective November ist, they 
would have to pay 19c more 


-|per hundred to farmers for 


milk. “This made it necessary 
to inform our customers that 
the price per quart would have 
to be increased one cent,” of- 
ficials stated. 

“Until further word is re- 
ceived from the Milk Industry 
Board the price per quart will 
stay at the present 24c” they

Firm proposes 
to build plant 
by year’s end 


Lindsay to co-operate 


on finding tenant 

Called in special session 
Thursday, Lindsay’s Council 
sanctioned a proposal of the 
M. Sule Construction Ltd., of 
Peterboro to purchase 4.6 
acres of the Lindsay industrial 
site and erect a factory at no 
cost to the town. 

Construction of this factory 
with a minimum of 10,000 
square feet of floor space, ae- 
cording to terms of the agree- 
ment of offer, to purchase 
would be started November 
15th and completed and ready 
for occupancy before the end 
of the present year, 

Mayor Joseph Holtom said 
the council had been called to 
pass a bylaw accepting the of- 
fer to purchase this land in or- 
der that the contractor get on 
with the building of the plant 
soon as possible. This bylaw 
would require the approval of 
the Department of Municipal 
Affairs, he pointed out. The 
construction company and the 
town would work together in 
finding an industrial firm to 
occupy the building, on com- 
pletion of the project, he ex- 
plained.

Dorgan. These were a V-shap- 
ed device and took two teams 
to haul, a veritable killer of 
horses which frequently had 
to yield to heavy drifts. But 
that’s all changed now and the 
township has equipment- se: 
cond to none in the county Of 
Victoria. . . a 1959 Oshkosh 4- 
wheel drive truck, a GMC (1962 
model, 409 cubic-inch motor) 
truck, both plow equipped and 
a 1957 Adams diesel grader.

Mr. Herlihey has seen the

Oakwood (PNS) — The roots 
of the United Church of Can- 
ada at Oakwood, go back well 
over a century, and its history 
is of unions within unions, 

The first settlers of the com- 
munity brought their own be- 
liefs and forms of worship 
with them, erecting their 
little church or chapel, with 
their own labour, which be- 
came the centre of their com- 
munity life. These were 
served largely by lay workers 
who walked many miles fo 
lead services of worship on 
Sundays. 

In the first annual report of 
the Missionary Society, under 
the direction of the Bible 
Christian Conference of Can- 
ada for the year ending June 
1857, mention is made of Mari- 
posa as a station in the Con- 
ference. But previous to this, 
there was a small church at 
Taylor's Corners known as 
Ebenezeer. The deed for this 
was dated June 5, 1854. Land 
measurements were given in 


chains and links and payment 
was in gold by pounds and 
shillings. In the report, 
money given by the people is 
recorded in pounds, shillings 
and pence. Other churches 
built about the same time 
were: The Episcopal Methodist 
on the grounds of the East 
Oakwood Cemetery; the Can- 
ada Methodist near the site of 
the Oakwood Curling Rink: an 
Anglican Church at the West 
end of the village; a Salvation 
Army barracks, south of the 
town hall; and Dunkerd, Sam- 
my Dix’s church, northwest of 
the village. —

Dream of “pioneer village” 
for Victoria County moves 
step nearer to reality 


The dream of a “Pioneer 
Village” for Victoria County 1s 
gradually becoming a reality 
for President Dan McQuarrie 
of the Victoria County His- 
torical Society. He announced 
today the addition to the mu- 
seum of an old log barn which 
will house many historical 
farm pieces. 

Mr. McQuarrie told “The 
Post” that the barn, at present 
on the property of Chas, L. 
Shields, of Coboconk, is over 
100 years old, and has been 
dismantled, and numbered to 
facilitate erection on the new 
site. 

It is 50 feet long by 34 feet 
wide and will take a place of 


honor to the east of the pre- 
sent museum site, 

The foundation is ready, 
and it is expected that the 
move will be made sometime 
next week. 

Quite a history is attached 
to the barn according to in- 
formation received from one 
member of the Shields family. 
Originally built by a Col Den- 
nison around 1854 from hand 
hewn logs off the homestead, 


barn and driving shed to 
house many of the fine horses 
he was known to drive to and 
from Coboconk. A similar log 
house completed the buildings 
on the 200-acre farm. 

The farm was later pur- 
chased by F.A. Carnegie, a 
former undefeated Conser- 
vative member of the provin- 
cial legislature around the year 
1874 and stayed in the family 
until 1936 when the present 
Owner purchased the pro- 
perty. 

The barn was donated by 
Mr. Shields to the Historical 
Society last summer to be 
placed alongside of the mu- 
seum as a reminder of a pass- 
ing era. 

The Victoria County His- 
torical Society will hold its an- 
nual dinner on November 14th 
at St. Andrew’s Presbyterian 
Church, Lindsay and will have 
as the guest speaker, David

Unanimous preli- 
minary sanction was given the 
$90,332 estimated project to 
provide 142 parking spaces,

The favored combination 


_|area site for development re- 


commended by the Lindsay 
Traffic and Parking Commit- 
tee, was presented to council 
by Committee Chairman Police 
Chief John Hunter. It would 
comprise space for 142 cars as 
follows: 56 cars in an area 
from the Kent Hotel on Lind- 
say St. which would include the 
Wilson Staples and the Super- 
test Garage property at the 
corner of Lindsay and Ridout 
Sts., 86 cars in the York-Rus- 
sell St. area, comprising the 
Claxton property (known as the 
Scales and Roberts building on 
on York St. a vacant 
lot to the south, the Shell Oil 
property (known as the Bell 
Telephone pole yard), the Mike 
Georgas property on Russell 
St. and an area of vacant land 
owned by Tangney’s and east 
of the Scales Roberts building. 

Chairman Hunter told coun- 
cil he had long ago learned of 
the value of merchants in the 
welfare of the town, “They are

UPSIDE-DOWN STOMACH 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn; I have 
had a number of X rays for gall 
bladder trouble and also a GI 
series. The doctor found no 
stones either time. But he 
said the last X ray showed that 
J haye an upside-down stom- 
ach. He tried to explain but 
I still don’t know what an up- 
side-down stomach is. 


J have had indigestion for a 
long time and always belch a 
lot. At night I have gas spells. 
Could these symptoms be due 
to the upside down stomach? 
Or do you think I have a bad 
gall bladder? I’m confused. 
Mrs. S. 

Comment: Who wouldn't 
be? Just the name itself . .up- 
side-down stomach — is enough 
to give anybody the willies. 

My guess would be that it 
isn’t your gall bladder that is 


causing your trouble. As your 


doctor says, repeated X rays 
have been negative. 
for the stomach, X rays show 
you have enough abnormality 
thereto give you the gassy 
spells and indigestion. 
Usually, the misused term 
“upside-down stomach” means 
that the patient has an hiatal 
hernia. Due to a weakness in 
the diaphragm, a portion of the 
stomach may slip up into the 
chest cavity. Usually it is not a 


But as 


serious condition, but it can be 
stubborn. 

I tell such patients not to 
eat any heavy meals, especially 


“high” on three or four pil- 
lows, to precent the stomach 
slipping into the chest. Some- 
times these patients need seda- 
tives and antispasmodics to 
relax the stomach. 

If you don’t overburden 
your stomach, and treat it with 
respect — chances are that such 
medicinal treatment alone will 
keep the hiatal hernia under 
control. However, there are 
some cases which yield only to 
surgery. It’s better to give me-

‘The 
ECG will help us make a diag- 
nosis of coronary thrombosis 
when symptoms in the patient 
are vague. It helps us dif- 
ferentiate various kinds of 
|heart erregularities, 

The EHG, of course, is of 
the greatest help in confirm- 
ing the diagnosis of epilepsy 
and of brain tumor-and of 
other brain disorders. 

There's a comparatively re- 
cent test which we call the 
“transaminase” used mainly 
in evaluating heart and liver 
disease, Mrs. C. We have an 
even shorter abbreviation for 
it than thansaminase. We call 
it the SGOT: test. You will! 
know why we abbreviate this 
one, Ask your doctor to spell 
it out for you. Its so long and 
complicated the odds are that 
he will have to looke it up in 
a medical book before he can 
pronounce it.

1S IT ARTHRITIS? 

You get up in the morning 
and your back aches; or you 
have a bearable yet bother- 
some pain in a knee or shoul: 
der. After you have been up 
and around for a while you be 
gin to feel as comfortable as 


ever. Many patients say: 
“what is it? Arthritis? Or 
what?”. ‘The answer is inevi- 
y tably: “Gould be-but there 


are other possibilities.” 

For example, here is Mrs, 
A., 52, who has been complain- 
ing of stiffness in her back 
fet about an hour every morn- 
ing. It wears off and she 1s 
as “good as new”. 

Examination reveals very 
little evidence of arthritic 
changes in her joints. In her 
case the temporary pain may 
be due to a filbrocitis (inflam- 
mation of the fibrous tissue 

) surrounding muscles) or due 
to a myositis (inflammation of 


the muscle itself, or its 
sheaths). In some patients 
these  conditions~although 


not serious=can cause discom- 
forts that last all day. How: 
ever, others like Mrs. A. don't 
even need to take an aspirin 
for rélief. 

Arthritis or “rheumatism” 
is often caused by an all-inclu- 
sive label for every ache, joint- 


creak, stiffness, soreness and 
actual severe pain that be- 
devils the human being. But 
you must remember that the 
right label is important. 
Otherwise you may suffer long 
and needlessly. 

You and your doctor must 
ask yourselves: Is it bursitis? 
Myositis? ibrositis? Or an 
ache tied up with some other 
disease process? It is under- 
standable why the proper diag: 
nosis is so important. If you 
suffer from bursitis, hit or 
miss treatment for arthritis 
will not help you, And if it is 
a form of arthritis, then your 
doctor must know just what 
type of arthritis it is. 

For example, the treatment 
of rheumatoid arthritis differs 
from the management of ostev- 
arthritis the degenerative 
type which is so common after 
40). In the first instance you 
may need treatment with gold 
salts, cortisone or other medi- 
cations. In many cases 0 
osteoarthritis a few aspirin 
tablets a day are all that are 
needed to keep you comfort- 
able. 

I won't go further into treat- 
ment of arthritis here.

Dymond Discnsses Health in Ontario 


School Children and the 


| Public Health Nurse 


Matthew B. Dymond, MD, CM. Ontario Minister of Health 


Children play a very important 
part in the role of the public 
health nurse. When o new baby 
comes into the home she will 
call on the new mother if the 
doctor wishes, to offer assistance 
and show her how best to care 
for the infant. She will recom- 
mend the necessary immuniza- 
tion’ programmes to safeguard 


against communicable diseases 


She will urge that the family 


physician examine the child be-— 


fore he starts school, so that an 
assessment of his general health 
ean be made. 


Once a child starts school, he 
again comes under the super 
vision of the public health nurse 
when there is a formally organ- 
ized school-health programme. 
She visits elementary and second- 
aty schools on a regular basis, in 
order to promote and safeguard 
high standards of health among 
the children. She works along 
with the teacher in the educe 
tion of good health habits. 

Any child with special health 
problems is helped by the public 
health nurse and she shares her 
findings with teachers and par- 
ents. Efforts are made to help 
the handicapped child and to as 
sure that no child grows up with 
physical defects that could and 
should be corrected early in life. 
Vision and hearing tests are made 
periodically on the children. 

The mental and emotional 
health of the child ts also im- 
portant. Where help is needed, 
the public health nurse can ree 
ognize the danger signals and 
can suggest to the parents where 
special assessment and treatment 
can be acquired. 

Tt is the aim of the public 
‘health nurse and your Ontario 
Department of Health that each 
| child may experience health and 
happiness at school, through the 


‘formation of healthful habits. so

Comment: As I've often said, 
the diagnosis of neurosis 
should be made only after a 
thorough investigation to rule 
out organic disease as a cause 
of the symptoms.

are frequently overlooked diag- 
nosis. Some of the most frus- 
trated human beings I have 
ever known have been those 
whom ‘nobody believed’ when 
they complained. Yet, months 
later, some doctor would un- 
cover some real trouble which 
was reason enough for their 
“neurotic behaviour.”

Roll 
cookies in egg white and then 
in finely chopped nuts’ or 
shredded coconut. Bake in a 
moderate oyen (350°F.) 20 to 
25 minutes.

Horrified daughter sees 
dad’s car hit by train 


Lindsay man escapes with his life 


A Lindsay girl looked on in 
horror Tuesday evening as 
she saw a car driven by her 
father struck by a CNR 
freight train and carried more 
than 100 feet down Victoria 
Ave, North track. 

Judy Paradi, 16-year-old 
daughter of Jeno Paradi, 39, 
of 68 Wellington St, and an 
L.C..I. student, said she was 
walking west on Wellington 
St. shortly after 5 o'clock 
Tuesday, between William and 
Cambridge Sts., when she saw 


her father in his car turning 
west off Cambridge onto Wel- 
lington. Next thing she knew 
she heard the horn of a diesel 
and saw her father’s car 
caught up by the tender and 
carried down the track. 

Jeno Paradi, miraculously 
escaping with his life, is re- 
ported in satisfactory condi- 
tion in the Ross Memorial Hos- 
pital today suffering a large 
laceration to his right fore- 
head.

Always carry a map of the area, a. COMPASS, and 
MATCHES (in a water proof container).

A 
couple of chocolalte bars are easily carried and will 
provide a good source of energy. 

If You Do Become Lost 

Don’t panic. Stop, sit down. Try to figure 

out where you are. Don’t wander aimlessly 

about. 

Don’t yell, don’t run, try not to worry and 

don’t give up hope. 

Fire three shots in quick succession to attract 

attention. This is the hunters §.0.S. 

If injured, choose a clear spot on a ridge or hill 

and make a smoke signal. 

if caught by nightfall, stop at once and make a 

camp in a sheltered spot. Gather plenty of dry 

fuel and make your fire in a safe place. 

Signal fires are the quickest way to attract 

attention but make sure the fire doesn’t get out 

of control or you may have to contend with far 

more than being lost. 

Above all, try to keep a Clear head. Remem- 

ber, search parties will be looking for you. So 

if you aren’t certain of the proper direction to 

head, sit down and wait, or you May walk in 

the opposite direction from the searchers.

Told doctor swatting at hee . 
factor in fatal accident 


Anthony Bernard Assinick 
of Anthony Bros. Ltd., Mark- 
ham, appeared in Magistrate 
Moore’s court Monday charg- 
ed with dangerous driving and 
elected to be tried by a judge 
an jury. Preliminary evidence 
recalled a fatal accident which 
took place August 3, on the 
Glenarm Road when Mrs. John 
McCann of 409 Durie ave., 
Toronto, lost her life. 

Dr. Geo. Johnstone, Fenelon 
Falls coroner, stated that 
while he was driving the ac- 
cused to the Ross emorial Hos- 
pital in Lindsay, Assanick said 
that he lost control of his car 
when he attempted to kill a 
bee with a cigarette box. 

Three passengers in the Mc- 
Cann car testified that they 
were riding with the late Mrs. 
MeCann and were on their way 
to a farmer's place to pick up 
some eggs when the accident 
happened. 

Dr. Johnstone told the court 
the two cars had apparently 


met head on. Mrs. McCann 
suffered a crushing blow, her 
chest being injured and she 
was dead on his arrival, her 
body slumped across the front 
seat with her feet out the left 
front door. Mr. and Mrs. H. 
Bramwell, of Toronto, and 
Mrs. A. Bell of Fenelon Falls, 
were removed to the Lindsay 
hospital. Mr, Bramwell suf- 
fered a broken knee cap, a bro- 
ken right arm and other injur- 
jes, He was a passenger in the 
front seat of the McCann car. 
Mrs. Bramwell suffered a back 
injury and Mrs, Bell sustained 
extensive bruises. 

P.C. Plumtree stated that 
the Assinick car had skidded 
some 45 feet and the McCann 
car 65 feet. The first men- 
tioned car was damaged to the 
estimated extent of $1,500 and 
the McCann car $1,300. 

Crown Attorney Jordan sub- 
mitted a number of pictures 
taken at the scene.

the word democracy which 
meant one thing to the Rus- 
Sian people and had an ‘en- 
tirely different meaning to 
peoples in other parts of the 
World. The proper use of 
language and words is actually 
more powerful than the atom 
bomb. Language is the great- 
est means of communication 
and was expressed in the ear- 
liest centuries by animals 
when the rabbit commanded 
attention by plumping its 
foot on the ground; when the 
beaver slapped the water with 
its tail; when Indians had their 
smoke signals and Africans 
their drums. Signals, sounds 
have always been a means of 
communicating the ideas of 
mankind. 


Mr. Breese concluded with 
a reference to fhe United Na- 
tions, the sotinding board for 
all people of all the nations 
in regard to language and the 
communication of ideas. Here 


Where all language and com- 
munications ate heard is the 
place for better understanding 
of world problems. The inter- 
pretation of language and ideas 
can be good in the world to- 
day, he said.

S THERE a method of measur- 
I ing the moon's diameter with 
simple apparatus at home? 

There is, if you are willing to 


take the word of astronomers 
that the distance to the moon is 
roughly 239,000 miles. Here's 
how: 

Place two tape strips exactly 
one and one-quarter inches apart 
on a window pane through which 
the moon can be seen. Mount a 
eard or thin piece of cardboard 
punched with a viewing hole on 
a moyable stand or table. 

Move the “sight” away from 
the window until the moon just 
shows through the strips on the 
glass. Measure the distance from 
“sight” to strips, 

\ This distance is in the same 


proportion to the moon's distance 
from the earth as the space be- 
tween the strips is to the moon's 
diameter. If the distance re- 
quired is 11.4 feet, for example, 
a little figuring will produce the 
moon's diameter. Try it and see 
how close you can come to the 
measurement calculated by sclen- 
tific instruments below.

WHAT, FEED THEM SO THEY 
CAN FIGHT US BETTER? 

A report from Hamilton tells us that the moderator 
of the United Church of Canada says Canada should 
not sell, but give, large quantities of wheat to Red 
China. The moderator—Rt, Rey. James R. Mutchmor 
—said the gift would be one way of applying Christian 
principles to the affluent society and quotes a PASSARC 
from scripture: “If thine enemy hunger—feed him”, 
to back up his recommendation. 

There is another scripture passage which seems to 
have some bearing on the case at hand: “Wherefore by 
their fruits ye shall know them.” 

Red China, since it heeame such, has consistently 
shown a belligerent attitude. Its hordes, whipped up 
by the plundering ambitions of their god-less masters, 
have yet to show peaceful intent toward their neigh- 
pours... Look at what is now happening in India, for 
example, Or, closer to home, consider the fact that 
Red Chinese were not averse to taking up positions in 
Cuba’s military machine, thereby posing a distinet 
threat to this hemisphere. 

Send them the produce of peaceful toil that they 
may fight us better (bite the hand that feeds them)? 
... How gullible are people supposed to be in the face 
of concrete evidence that those whom it is proposed to 
feed free wouldn’t think twice about running us through 
with a bayonet or blowing us to kingdom come? 

WITH ALL THE AVAILABLE LAND .. . 

With all the available (and suitable) land in Lindsay 
for the establishment of tennis courts, it seems ridiculous 
that the club should have to entertain buying a site. 

During the past year, park land has been increased 
extensively in several parts of town with every indica- 
tion that further addittonal tracts are contemplated in 
the near future. 

Whitby, that progressive town on the lakefront, has 
had no difficulty in finding a suitable place for tennis 
courts, in fact their whole outdoor recreational facilities 
might well be imitated by other communities. An effort 
has been made there (to all intents a satisfactory one) to 
centralize lawn bowling, tennis and ball grounds. Why 
couldn't something of this nature be achieved at Lindsay? 

There is a vast stretch of land in the area of the 
baseball stadium on George St., a big, rarely used park on 
Angeline St. N., acres of suitable land at the exhibition 
grounds useable except for a brief few days during the 
fair, and so forth. Why, in the name of common sense, 
should it be necessary for the tennis club to make an 
outlay for land when there is so much established recrea- 
tion ground available? 


“THIS OLD HOUSE”... 

There stands a perfectly good old house adjacent to 
the now-being-constructed new Lindsay federal building 
on the southeast corner of Russell and Cambridge Sts. 
and its confinued existence long after the building got 
underway is giving rise to speculation among residents 
. .- What is to become of it? . . . Will it remain to house 
people who need housing? . . . Will it be moved or 
tuthlessly demolished at great waste to the public trea- 
sury? ... Was it necessary to include it in the deal? 
These are some of the questions which arise. 

To all outward appearances, the house doesn’t seem 
to have had any bearing on the federal building’s con- 
struction other than to provide a working place for the 
builders. As far as the grounds around the federal 
structure are concerned, there is no indication that they 
will not be ample if the house is left where it is. What, 
then, is to become of it? 

Tt will be interesting, in the light of the fact that 
Lindsay has applied for ten low rental housing units 
which require federal approval, to see what becomes of a 
habitable house in a central location owned by the govern- 
ment. “This old house” still has many years of service 
left init . . . It’s fate will be watched with interest. 


THE COMMUNITY CHEST 
Lindsay's Community Chest was something like 
3,500 short of reaching its objective at the last report. 
In disclosing this fact, Campaign Manager Harry Mac- 
Donald noted that there were funds yet to be received 
and that the final total] would likely be nearer, but still 
short of, the $17,300 objective. 

The progress of the fund has been noticeably dif- 
ferent this year than in preceding drives, a fact which 
may be attributable to several things, not the least of 
which is that it virtually coincided with an all-out effort 
by Physicians Services Incorporated to enroll subscrib- 
ers on a county-wide basis. At the time it became ap- 
parent, we felt this overlapping wouldn’t really be in the 
best interests of either agency although the P. S. I. en- 
rolment plan reportedly exceeded expectations and its 
objective. 

However, the fact remains that there has been an 
apparent need in Lindsay for some time for a “campaign 
schedule”, perhaps controlled by by-law, which would 
make it impossible for two drives to be in progress at 
once. Willing as the average person may be to give 
his support, there is very often a limit to the strain his 
pocketbook can stand. 

These are only thoughts and there may be other 
influencing factors which those whose business it is to 


deal with such matters may wish to take into considera-~ 
tion in future years. 


IT MIGHT AS WELL BE FACED 
FIRST AS LAST... 

The other day there was a press report on plans for 
a “test run” of Kingston's air raid warning system and 
scmeone asked what they were supposed to do if the 
real thing did come along .. .No one seemed to have 
the answer. Now isn't that a fine kettle of fish? Here 
we have a remarkable air raid warning system installed 
across the country (Lindsay has a unit) at great expense 
and about all the good it is, expect for its doubtful orna- 
mental value, is to let the public know that “something’s 
up”. From there on ifs anybody’s guess what the public 
should do in the event of a real emergency. 

Tt looks as though it might as well be faced first as 
last: The government's defense department has appar- 
ently concluded that it’s “every man for himself” ih the’

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Reports and Remarks... 
etce DESPERATION 

A sentence of Thoreau’s frequently quoted even by 
those who have read little else in his writings is: “The 
mass of men lead lives of quiet desperation.” If the die- 
tum was true in Thoreau’s day, more than one hundred 
years ago, and it probably was, there is much more rea- 
son for its being applicable in modern times. The chief 
difference now is that the desperation is no longer quiet. 
There are far more things to drive men to desperation, 
but instead of accepting them stoically or trying to 
ameliorate their effects by individual action, the mass of 
men now seem to spend a good part of their lives deplor- 
ing loudly or pointing with alarm and always demanding 
that gogvernment at one or mroe levels do something to 
make things better. 

To be unquiet about the causes of desperation may 
he one of its most effective alleviations. Those who 
are alarmed at the prospect of atomic warfare no 
doubt find some relief in marching around with ban-the- 
bomb placards. Their action will have no effect, but it 
does relieve some internal pressures and gives them 
beneficial exercise. Thoreau’s individual protest a- 
gainst governmental policies with which he disagreed 


was to refuse to pay his taxes. It was no more effective 
than the marching of the ban-the-bombers, for some- 
one paid the fine imposed on him and he did not achieve 


the distinction of being jailed for his protest. 

In Thoreau’s time, as now, the causes of despera~ 
tion are mainly the actions of other people. These may 
range from the governments in Moscow, London, Wash- 
ington or Ottawa down to the plumber or electrician 
who does not arrive when he has promised to effect 
necessary household repairs. Thoreau’s experiment in 
simplification of life was to get away from other people, 
but the experiment was not an entire success and lasted 
two years only. It would be much more difficult for the 
average modern man to emulate him, for the training 
that made it possible for Thoreau to live in the woods 
with a degree of comfort is no longer a part of every 
boy’s elucation. 

The modern man’s equivalent of Thoreau’s Wald- 
en Pond is the summer cottage at the lake, but even 
there he does not get away from other people or mod- 
ern gadgetry. The cottage now is likely to be equipped 
with electricity and the conveniences run by it, with all 
their capacities for failure at critical moments. If the 
owner wishes to indulge his taste for primitive living 
and fell a tree or two, he uses a power saw. He is sub- 
ject to calls from his office by telephone. Excercise by 
walking on the roads is made dangerous and uncom- 
fortable by ever-increasing traffic, and the radio or 
newspaper continues to report local and cosmic un- 
pleasantness and disasters. 

And always there are other people, from his own 
family to summer visitors. Trying to avoid the causes 
of desperation soon reveal itself as the probable source 
of new and worse hindrances to tranquil and simple 
living. —The Printed Word. 


ONE-MAN TELEVISION STATION 

It has been estimated that the average television 
programme is at least seven times as expensive to pro- 
duce and transmit than a corresponding programme on 
‘sound’ radio. The E.M.1. Company, however, has pro- 
duced a pocket-sized television station, which will 
financially suit the less deep pocket. The station is in- 
tended for educational use and the equipment will en- 
able a teacher to reach a large number of students on 
the closed circuit principle. But by means of a low- 
power transmitter and a fifty-foot aerial mast, the pro- 
grammes can also be seen and heard by outlying 
schools within a five mile radius. Within these modest 
limits, the cost of television transmission is considerably 
cheapened, the more so because the teacher himself 
constitutes the entire production team! Apart from 
the teacher, the station operator is the only other per- 
Son concerned with putting the programmes out and 
his equipment is as comprehensive as itis simple. It 


includes everything from a live pick-up camera to film 
and slide projectors. 


Allan Murray, reporting on’ the B.M.J. ‘one-man’ 
television station in the ‘New Ideas’ programme broad- 
cast weekly in the BBC General Overseas Service, said 
that this was the latest answer to a teaching problem 
that beset many countries. The whole system could 
be carried in a light aircraft and it was easy to install. 
The first order for the equipment had come from Nor- 
thern Nigeria and this had heen followed by enquiries 
from seyeral other parts of the world.

WINTER PROTECTION 
FOR ROSES 

Hybrid tea, floribunda, poly- 
antha and climbing roses re- 
|quire protection during the) 
winter months in most parts 
of Ontario. Now is the time 
to take precautions, advise hor- 
ticulturists with the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture. 

Soil should be drawn up 
around the base of the bushes 
to a height of several inches. 
After the ground is frozen aa 
additional covering of straw, 
strawy manure, or leaves 
should be added. 

To help trap the snow and 
give extra protection cedar 
brush or twiggy branches 
should be placed on top. 

Before applying these ma- 
terials make sure that the) 
ground is frozen, thus discour-| 
aging mice invasion and conse- 
quent damage. In areas where} 
winters tend to be severe it) 
may he necessary to cover the 
bushes completely with soil. 

Climbing or rambling roses 
are best protected by tying the 
canes together, and bending 
fhem as close to the ground as 
without causing 
breaking or splitting. Then 
fasten them to a stake and) 
carefully cover with soil. 

Another method consists of 
wrapping the canes with straw 
or burlap and leaving them 
attached to their support.

In young lambs the forefeet 
may be broken off, exposing 
four well-defined ridges. This 
is known as the break point. 
In older lambs the break joint 
is hard and white instead of 
porous, moist and reddish.

Variety Meat For 
A Different Treat: 

Variety meats are particu- 
larly important for their nutri- 
tive value. Liver, kidneys, 
heart, tongue, sweetbreads, 
and brains are among the more 
common of these used. Liver 
is an especially rich source of 
iron. Pork liver contains 
about three times as much iron 
as beef liver, but beef liver 
contains more iron that veal or 
lamb. Vitamin A is exception- 
ally high in liver too, with 
calves liver containing more 
than beef, but with beef con- 
taining more than pork liver. 

Kidney is also a good source 
of Vitamin A, thiamine (Vita- 
min Bl) and riboflavin (Vita- 
min B2). Sweetbreads are a 
good source of Vitamins A and 
B. Tongue and heart are mus- 
cular organs and their food 
value is much the same as that 
of lean meat but higher in 


natural food to insure good 
health. Soa dose of Cod Liver 
Oil or other Vitamin D. pre- 
paration should be given daily; 
400 I. U. is the recommended 
amount to keep children 
healthy. 

Have you ever had little 
beads appear on that golden 
meringue after it has cooled? 
Chances are that the egg 
whites were not beaten enough 
after the sugar was added.

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GREENHURST DRINKING WATER 


SUPPLY UNDER 


Pollution of the drinking 
water system of the Police 
Village of Greenhurst-Thur- 
stonia is feared. With the in- 
crease in the summer popula- 
tion of this Sturgeon Lake re- 
sort to the 8,000-mark, the 
problem has become greater 
in the last three years, a town- 
ship official discloses. Reme- 
dies are under study. 

Reason for the pollution, 
says Verulam’s Reeve Max 
Kennedy is that the tourist 
population is served by local 
wells into which pollution 
from the village septic tank 
system is thought to be seep- 
ing. The trouble seems to 
reach a peak each July. Then 
again a village water system 
on tap, used by others is not 
purified. The supply of water 
for the latter privately-owned 
system is pumped from the 
lake into a 1,000-gallon stor- 
age tank atop the hill. From 
here it is piped to cottages, 
etc. Many of the residents 
have installed filters on their 
taps; Many have not. ‘These 
are supposed to purify the raw 
lake water. 

Chairman John Baker of the 
village Board of Trustees dis- 
closed that an unknown Amer- 
ican nurse visiting at this re- 
sort last summer wrote into 
the Ontario health authorities 
bringing attention to the ques-; 
tionable safety of the water 
supplies of Greenhurst-Thur- 
stonia.

Ontario Water Resources Com- 
mission regarding the matter 
and a discussion followed at 
the meeting of the Verulam 
Medical Board. ‘This centred 
around water samples taken at

placed at all public outlets; 
the building inspector to be 
informed that proper septic 
tanks are to be installed, 

Reeve Kennedy said Dr. 
W. D. Thomas, MOH for Veru- 
lam Township, had asked Sani- 
tary Inspectors Melson Whyte 
and Roy Robertson to take 
well samples in North and 
South Verulam each spring be: 
fore the tourist populations re- 
turn. Inspector Robertson 
said he informed those whose 
wells were condemned. Other 
residents using the water on 
tap had requested the owner 
of the system--Eddie McLaren- 
to install an overall filtration 
system.

Absolve driver 
of any blame

Find many shallow graves 
in East Oakwood Cemetery

There's going to have to be 
some “lowering” take place 
at East Oakwood Cemetery. 

As a result of investigations 
carried out at the cemetery, 
several graves have been 
found to be shallower that the 
prescribed depth. . five feet, 
fwo inches for wooden rough 
box enclosures “and five 
feet, seven inches for concrete 
boxes, 

According to those close to 
the situation, several graves 
have been found to be on the 
shallow side and relatives are 
none too happy about the dis- 
covery. 

As a result of isolated com- 
plaints, relatively recent bur- 
ials have all been checked and 
many found fo be on the shal- 
low side, some as much as 15

inches or more. The cemetery 
board is currently canvassing 
those whose relatives graves 
have been found on the shallow 
side, seeking either a release 
from the responsibility of low- 
ering them ,for which they of- 
fer the sum of $1.00) or word 
to proceed with the lowering. 

Some people, the board says, 
have indicated they will not 
have the grave molested if they 
are satisfied the coverage is 
adequate. Wooden-type rough 
boxes are reported to be tricky 
to lower if they have been in

Dear Sir: 

I would like to write a few 
lines regarding the coming 
trespassing bylaw and its ef- 
fect on hunting in Ops town- 
ship. As one who has spent 
the last 30 years hunting and 
fishing in this area, I would 
like to say something in de- 
fence of the distirct sports- 
man. Prior to the last ten 
years he roamed the fields and 
woodlands causing no trouble 
to anyone. His relations with 
the farmer were generally 
good, as he respected the fact 
that he was intruding on pri- 
vate property and governed 
himself accordingly. He was 
not a killer to the extent that 
he massacre everything in 
sight for he was a conserva- 
tionist as well as a hunter and 
the beauty of the outdoors 
Meant more to him than the 
killing of game. What, then, 
has changed all this to the ex- 
tent where the farmer is near- 
ly at war with the hunter? I 
believe that to a great extent 
it was caused by the European 
immigrant. Apparently he 
was led to believe that Canada 
was a land of plenty, where all 
you had to do to obtain a sup- 
ply of fresh meat was to organ- 
ize a gang of your fellows, tra- 
vel to the adjoining coutryside 
and kill everything in sight. 
How he obtained a license to 
carry a firearm in the first 
place I'll never know. He had 
no respect for the land owner 
or his property and seemed to 
believe that anything wearing 
fur or feathers was there to 
be slaughtered.

FOOD POISONING 

One May afternoon in 1960, 
a 16-year-old sophomore gitl 
in a New England high school 
walked into the health room 
asking for help from the school 
nurse. She complained of 
weakness, nausea, and stomach 
cramps. Within minutes a few 
others came in with similar 
complaints, and within a few 
hours the trickle had become 
a torrent. Out of a total of 
852 students, teachers and 
school personnel, staphylococ- 
cal food poisoning had affected 
234. 

There was nausea, cramps, 
weakness, and many cases of 
severe shock with abrupt fall 
in blood pressure. In a recent} 
edition of “Connecticut Medi- 
cine,”’ L, A. Chotkowski gives a 
dramatic, and enlightening re- 
port of this emergency. Stu-} 
dents and others affected were 
first laid out on the gym floor 
and later transported to hos- 
pitals where their stomachs 
were pumped. They were giv- 
en stimulants to raise their) 
pressure, and otherwise treat 
ed as necessary. There were 
no fatalities, fortunately — 
and within a day or two, in 
most instances, the symptoms} 
disappeared and all was nor-} 
mal again.

That’s rea- 
son enough for my tiredness, 
}but I don’t tell him; and the 
| poor man keeps looking for 
clues that I hide from him. 
How do you account for it?— 
Mrs. H. 
Comment: I could go into a 
long dissertation on how some 
people who are neurotics act- 
ually hold on to their com- 
plaints like a drowning person 
| grasps at a straw; but that’s 
{too involved and I doubt that 
I could convince you that it’s 
true, in this small space. 

Let’s just say that when you 
go to your doctor you must 
“come clean”. Be honest; if 
you can possibly take him into 
your confidence, do so. No 


whatever your fears, divulge 
them, Come out in the open. 
He won't laugh at you or ridi- 
cule you; he won’t judge you 
on a moral basis; you have 
nothing to be ashamed om. If 
he is the kind of doctor he 
should be, you can have con- 
fidence that he will never re- 
peat a ord of your “medical 
confession”, The surest hope 
for well-being is to say it out 
loud and not keep it to your- 


self.

Remember way back when 


NOVEMBER 21, 1912 
Bobcaygeon—At the regular meeting of the village 

council held in the council! chamber last night, a petition 
was presented for the purpose of submitting a bylaw to 
vote on the repeal of Local Option here but there were 
only 59 names who were voters, on it, hence it was 
useless, as it required 77 to make the 25 per cent of the 
yoters so that the council would be compelled to submit 
the bylaw to the ratepayers. The names on the petition 
shows that they had been all over the village, but with- 
al they still lacked 18 names of voters to make it of any 
use. This speaks well for local option, which has been 
in force here for nearly three years now. If Lindsay 
and Fenelon Falls carried local option, it will work still 
better here as the most of the “wet goods” comes here 
from these two places. The temperance people of 
Bobcaygeon are watching the campaigns that are being 
waged on behalf of local option in these two adjacent 
towns with much interest. 

NOVEMBER 21, 1937 

A suggestion was presented in the address of 

Warden Wilbert Moncrief at the opening of the Noyem- 
ber session of the Victoria County Council that the Fi- 
nance and Assessment Committee take into considera- 
tion the advisability of changing the present plan of 
three sessions per year to the plan used in other count- 
ies, of having a monthly meeting of the council. Asked 
for information on this, County Clerk F. L. Weldon stat- 
ed that the plan was in operation in some counties of 
which he knew and that those who were operating in 
this way were not changing back to the old system.

Discussion re the post office 
was sparked by a verbal re- 
port by County Clerk F. L. Wel- 
don regarding the proposed re- 
novation of the Court House 
because of overcrowded con- 
ditions. 


Reeve Campbell stated that 
a number of the offices now in 
the Court House could be moy- 
ed to the post office. 

Clerk Weldon pointed out 
that the report of Architect 
Wm. Ridpath regarding re- 
vamping the Court house cost 
the county $720.00 but that of- 
ficials in the Court House hold 
the opinion that the architect 
did not secure sufficient rea- 
son for his findings from the 
officials of departments direct- 
ly concerned. 

Clerk Weldon reported that 
G. K. Garbig submitted a plan 
to the property-committee 
which called for almost three 
times the size of the present 


office. Police Magistrate R. I. 
Moore suggested office space 
double the present accomoda- 
tion. The Sheriff's depart- 
ment will require very much 
larger quarters and County 
Assessor Hall is known to re- 
quire three times the size of his 
present cramped office. Clerk 
Weldon and County Engineer 
H. D. Wilford have not yet sub- 
mitted proposals to the com- 
mittee. . 

Clerk Weldon also pointed 
out that offices should be se- 
cured for Crown Attorney L. 
Jordan as the county now has 
to pay a rental downtown for 
this office. He also stated 
that Magistrate Moore is. the 
only officer paying the county 
rent for office space.

The presence, or non-exis- 
tence of a tail light bulb, was 
the deciding factor in a deci- 
sion handed down by Magis- 
trate Moore during the trial 
of Harry Bell on Monday af- 
ternoon. 
| The trailer light assembly, 
|the highlight of the trial, was 
introduced as an exhibit. It 
was the court’s finding that it 
showed no visible sign of 
having had a bulb in the unit, 
at the time of the accident. 

“We have no proof that the 
trailer lights were on” said the 
Magistrate, “or that there was 
even a bulb in the unit, and 
there are some things we will 
never know, so in all fairness, 
| feel there is no justification 
for a dangerous driving 
charge, but am convinced, by 
| the evidence given, there was 
carelessness on the part of the 
accused”. 

Harry Bell of Lindsay, facing 
a charge of dangerous driving 
following a fatal accident the 
night of September 22, when 
Thomas Smart, a Mariposa 
farmer lost his life, was found 
guilty of careless driving, and 
assessed a total of $152. 

The court heard over an 
hour’s testimony by the inves- 
tigating officer O.P.P. 
Const. R. McGregor — as the 
officer told of the condition of 
the truck and trailer after the 
accident. 

Pictures produced showed 
the trailer which Smart had 
been pulling behind his car at 
| the time of the accident, part- 
ly demolished and riding “un- 
der the truck’, and “bound so 
tightly to it” that a tow truck 
was required to pull them 
apart. 

The officer was questioned 
at length by Defence Counsel 
Richardson, who pressed home 
his point when the trailer light 
unit was shown. 

Mr. Bell had been unable to 
produce a ’62 driver's licence,

the court was told and had 
shown the officer a 1961 driv- 
er’s licence which was not a 
chauffeur’s permit as was re- 
quired under the circumstan- 
ces (he was driving his em- 
ployer’s truck at the time of 
the accident). 2 

“While I was questioning 
the accused,” said the officer, 
“his eyes seemed bloodshot, 
and he was very upset and ner- 
vous, as if he had been drink- 
ing.” 

“As you know”, pursued the 
defence counsel, “my client is 
a welder, and you, (addressing 
the officer) understanding 
this work yourself, wouldn't 
you say that his eyes could 
have been inflamed and blood- 
shot from his work?” 

The officer agreed that it 
could be possible. 

“What would require your 
client to be working at that 
time of night?” enquired 
Crown Attorney Jordan. (The 
accident happened just after 
midnight.) The question went 
unanswered. 

Concluding the summary the 
magistrate commented on the 
fairness of the evidence given 
by Mrs. Smart, wife of the de- 
ceased man, and outlined his 
reasons for his decision. 

“Unfortunately it was fatal” 
he said, “but we must take 
into consideration. that the ac- 
cused’s speed, according to 
the evidence, was not excessive 
according to the speed limit, 


but I am convinced he should] ' 


have been more alert”. — 
tn his last plea to the bench, 
accepting the reduced charge, 
defence counsel asked the 
court to consider his client’s 
character and the fact that he 
had a family to support. 
“There could be a fine of 
$500 or a three-year term”, 
remarked the Crown, “but I 
will go along with my learned

SOME, BUT NOT ALL, 
DOCTORS ARE WONDERFUL 

J receive many letters from 
people who list the shortcom- 
ings of their doctor. One 
doesn’t make night calls. An- 
other never smiles and is 
abrupt. A third charges too 
much. Another doesn’t seem 
sympathetic. And at the bot- 
tom of the list, there is the 
doctor who is all right in every 
respect except that his maga- 
zines are months old. 

Socialized or state medicine 
is well on its way, say these an- 
noyed patients. Occasionally 
I reprint these shortcoming of 
physicians, and shortcomings 
of their patients, because I 
think both doctor and patient 
should know what is going on 
in the mind of the other. 
Only in that way will there be 
a better doctor-patient rela- 
tionship. 

It is with pleasure, therefore 
that I reprint a letter today 
from a patient who has a 
“wonderful doctor”. 

Dear Dr Steincrohn: Every 
once in a while you hear of a 
patient who is dissatisfied 
with the way his physician 
treats him. 

I really feel sorry for such 
people. Perhaps they aren’t 
satisfied because they expect

too much too soon, or because 
there’s a conflict of personal- 
ity between patient and doc- 
tor, Some times because the 
doctor isn’t so interested in 
the patient as a person. 

T am so thankful that I have 
a doctor who is so understand- 
ing that he can put up with 
anything that I dish out. I had 
my first and only baby at the 
age of 17. I was frightened 
at the thought of delivery. 

Mr hard labor started early 
in the evening about 7:00 p.m. 
Dr. C. was at my bedside at 
7:30 and except for a bite of 
dinner, never left my bed un- 
til 540 am. when my baby 
was born. He would pat me 
on the head and tell me reas- 
suring things. In his office, 
which is in the forpart of his 
home, his wife is his nurse and 


receptionist. She’s a very 
sweet and intelligent woman. 

My doctor had a serious op- 
eration several years ago, SO 
he limits his practice to about 
one-half of what he used to 
have. So when you go to him 
professionally, he explains 
/everything in detail, draws dia- 
grams, and when he is through 
asks, “Do you understand 
what I mean?” If you still look 
puzzled he starts all over a- 
gain.

Many volunteer organizations 
in this province are equipped to 
co-ordinate a Baby Sitters’ Train- 
ing Course, which involves many 


sitters, but others, anxious as 
they may be to please their em- 
ployers, may lack the necessary 
training and information to really, 
replace a child’s parents, even 
for a short period of time.

MIRACLE YOUTH DRUG 
CALLED MEDICAL FRAUD 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I am a 
64-year-old woman who is hon- 
est enough to say that I'd like 
to look and feel younger. 
T assure you there’s no fun gaz- 
ing into a mirror and seeing all 
the wrinkles and the sagging 
cheeks. And it isn’t comfort- 
able having to put up 
rheumatic pains every day, 
either. 

Now all this is a preamble 
to my question which you may 
think is silly. I have heard re- 
cently about a drug which is 
supposed to halt senility — in 
fact, makes you feel younger 
and look younger. I under- 
stand it isn’t too expensive. My 
friends tell me to go ahead and 
try it. What have! got to lose? 
Mrs. U. 

Comment: That’s a harmless 
and non-costly way for your 
friends to determine if it’s all 
right for them to try it. That 
is, after you've been the guinea 
pig. But let me tell you right 
away that you will only be 
throwing you money away and 
waking up to the inevitable: at 
present we have no way of fill- 
ing a modern Fountain of 
Youth. 

I believe the drug you refer 
to is procaine. A number of 
years ago a Roumanian scien- 
tist introduced it in the “treat-

ment” of old age. In spite of 
many promises to renew youth, 
or at least prevent the early 
ravages of senility, it hasn’t 
worked out. Like the monkey 
gland treatment which swept 
the country with high hopes a 
few decades ago, procaine 
treatment is a failure. 

Last year three groups of 
British clinicians studying 
/more than 100 normal or ail- 
jing aging persons concluded 
' that “procaine injections are of 
{no value”, “there was no evi- 
dence that these patients bene- 
\fited,” “its use as a rejuven- 
ating agent is unjustified.” 

On the same subject an edi- 
torial in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association 
concludes: “We hope that phy- 
sicians will refuse to pay atten- 
|tion to claims for this agent 
unless and until adequate stu- 
dies provide data of statistical 
significance in its favor. Per- 
sonally, we do not expect to 
live that long,” 

Now, Mrs. U., do you still 
feel like being the guinea pig? 
My own feeling is that the 
Fountain of Youth will not be 
discovered until we find the 
actual cause of arterioscler- 
scerosis. If we can forstall or 
prevent the changes in the 
walls of the arteries (what lay- 
men call “hardening of the ar- 
teries”) that will be a major 


step in preventing premature 
aging. 

But so far, in spite of such 
sporadic and ever-recurring 
promises like monkey glands, 
procaine and other drugs, we 
haven't found the all-impor- 
tant cure for arteriosclerosis. 
Some day we will. That will 
be the time we shall be able to 
enjoy looking upon the candles 
on our birthday cakes without 
twinges of sadness at the pas- 
sing years.

WATCH OUT FOR 
GLAUCOMA 

Dear Dr. Steinerohn: Lately 
my vision hasn’t been as good 
as it used to be. I am 55 and 
otherwise in good health. I 
have been noticing what I call 
“colored rings” around lights, 
but I don’t have headaches or 
other symptoms, I suppose 
you know what I am thinking 
of. I hope it isn’t glaucoma. 
What would you do?-Mr. G. 

Comment: Now you know 
what I'd suggest, but you're 
hoping against hope that I will 
say forget about it. Of course 
I won't. I'll say right now, 
you better see an eye doctor 
as soon as you can. For if it is} 


hurtfully surprised when they 


are told they have it. 


As glaucoma is commonest 
after 40, all people in that age 
group should have tonometer 
readings (evaluations of pres- 
sures within the eyes) at least 
every two years. The proce- 
dure is painless and takes only 
a few minutes. 

We don’t know the actual 
cause of glaucoma, why some 
people get increased pressures 
within the eyes which destroys 
vision, and others don’t, but 
we do know that immediate 
treatment is vital. The doctor 
prescribes eye drops which 
are to be used daily. And the 
patient must be faithful with 


glaucoma, you have been los! 
ing valuable time. The longer} 
you wait, the greater the} 
chance for blindness. (Glau-! 
coma ranks second as the| 
cause of blindness.) | 

Somehow many people} 
think that because they don't! 
have headaches, there's no) 
chance of having glaucoma.| 
This is not so. In fact, the} 
most dangerous and insidious 
cases are those in which there 
are no symptoms at all. Pa- 
tients who have not been in| 
for eye checkup for years are 


this medication for months 
and years, otherwise the loss 
of vision will be steady and 
may lead to total blindness. 


Loss of sight due to accident 
or other reasons is something 
unavoidable. However, when 
you allow a treacherous enemy 
like glaucoma to gain a foot- 
hold, often the cause is pro 
crastination. Face up to it, 
Mr. G. You've been putting it 
off long enough. I hope you 
get good news after your ex- 
amination. If so, you'll be one} 
of the lucky ones. 


CANKER SORES 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I am 
bothered by frequent out- 
breaks of canker sores on my 
lips and tongue. Nothing I do 
seems to help. I have fre- 
quently cut out chocolate, 
eggs and milk from my diet, 
because I had heard that these 
are allergenic. But it seems 
to make littte difference. Can 
you give me the real reason 
why they keep coming out?~ 
Miss L. 

Comment: I wsih I could, 
but we don’t know it. For a 
while we used to think the 
foods you mentioned might be 
the cause, but we have no 
scientific proof that this is so. 
Neither can we say that “acid 
foods are a cause--as so many 
people believe. Virus infec- 
tion or bacterial infection may 
be involved, but we can't 
prove that either. 


Because crops of “apthae” 
or canker sores often appear 
before or during menstruation 
or date from the beginning of 
the menopause in some pa- 
tients, we think there may be 
a tieup between these apthous 
ulcers and the hormones. 

Like the common cold, the 
condition often has us stump-

Finds out how 
to grow cells 
and stop growth 


A young scientist may have 
taken a major step toward 
finding out what makes can- 
cer cells grow - - - and how to 
prevent them from growing. 
Paul Kenny, a 25-year old stu- 
dent working toward a doctor- 
ate in micobiology at the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba, has suc- 
ceeded in growing cancer 
cells, The significance of his 
research is that he used chemi- 
cals whose composition is un- 
derstood by scientists -- beef 
tea and nucleic acid from yeast. 
Previously, scientists had only 
been able to grow cancer cells 
in calf serum ---and they 
hadn’t been able to determine 
which elements helped the 
cells grow. —UPI

hydro service in Fenelon Falls, 
Bobeaygeon and the adjacent 
rural areas by G. A. Hickson, 
manager of Ontario Hydro’s 
Fenelon Falls Area, “tIrre- 
sponsible individuals who 
have no though to the danger 
and inconvenience of others 
are directly responsible” said 
Mr. Hickson. This ‘serious 
interruption of service can be 
directly blamed on insulator 
damage caused by persons us- 
ing the insulators for target 
practice, he stated. 

The large porcelain insula- 
tors, explained Mr. Hickson, 
are a necessary part of electri- 
cal service. Made of porce- 
lain and specifically designed 
for the purpose, the insulators 
prevent the electrical current 
from going to ground. While 
a damaged insulator, he said 


may not cause an immediate 
disruption of service when it 
is clean and dry, a heavy rain, 
such as occurred the Satur- 
day previous to the incident 
destroys its insulating quali-

ANY CHANCE OF GETTING 
SOME OF IT BACK 
Apparently the experts made a slight error in fore- 
casting the amount of revenue the Province of Ontario 
treasury would garner from the three per cent sales 
tax imposed several months ago. - « They underesti- 
mated by almost 28 million dollars. Chortling with glee 
at the unexpected windfall, the provincial treasurer 
happily announced that he and his associates had al- 
ready found a place for it. This is. fairly common 
among government treasurers—they can usually find a 
place for extra money but aren't so adept at managing 


on less. 


However, the people who have been contributing 
to the provincial coffers in sales tax, thereby adding 
substantially to their cost of living, have some views on 
the subject too. Uppermost in their minds is: “Any 
chance of getting some of it back?” Or, since that 
might be a little inconvenient, “How are chances of hay- 
ing the tax reduced from three to two per cent .. . even 
better, lifted from some items which are really not lux- 
uries?” 

Frankly, the chances of ever seeing the money 
again or getting a reduction in the levy would sonear 
yery remote unless, of course, an aspiring political 
party in the next provincial election wished to make it 
an issue. It might make a good one at that.... 
Imagine the impact on the voting public a party would 
make if it campaigned on a platform of reducing instead 
of increasing taxation. ~ 


THIS COMES AS A SURPRISE 

A district mining company — Faraday Mines with 
operations at Bow Lake in the Bancroft area — has been 
ordered to pay six Bow Lake property owners the sum of 
$84,985 for pollution of the lake. The awards were up- 
held this week following an appeal of an earlier decision. 
This comes as a distinct surprise to many people, people 
who are really disinterested from the standpoint of being 
affected one way or the other by the ruling. The element 
of surprise lies in the fact that they the mining company 
was ever allowed to pollute the lake in the first place. 

For many months now we have been hearing a great 
deal about-the Ontario Water Resources Commission and 
its concern about pollution. Several municipalities are 
embarking on costly sewage disposal construction systems 
to try and avoid or correct alleged pollution of adjacent 
waters. Is it not natural to ask: “Why, if the OWRC is 
really on top of this matter of pollution, was Faraday al- 
lowed to dump its wastes into the lake?” 


The average person would logically assume that the 
Water Resources Commission would be preventative as 
well as corrective in its role of protector of waterways and 
a lot of people no doubt would conclude that anything 
short of this would detract from its usefulness. In the 
light of the Faraday affair, some doubts as to its effi-- 
ciency arise. Is it possible that the company against 
whom the awards have been made for pollution of the lake 
could take the recourse against the OWRC on the grounds 
that it failed to forbid it dumping wastes into Bow Lake, 
assuming, of course, that it didn’t? 


ALMOST READY TOGO... 

This morning was something of an occasion for the 
Management of Lindsay’s newest industry, the mayor and 
the industrial commissioner . . . It marked the arrival of 
some of the first basic materials to put the plant in pro- 
duction. 

Turner & Seymour Manufacturing Co., located in the 
southeast section of the Canadian Arsenals Ltd, premises, 
today opened its factory for a look around by the press 
and interested civic officials. While they were there a 
consignment of heavy guage wire, used in the manu- 
facture of egg beaters, arrived and put the plant a step 
nearer to going into production. 


The factory, while not large, gives the impression of 
being designed for maximum productive efficiency and 
samples of the items it is to produce — egg beaters, can 
openers, various types of light chain, etc. — show promise 
of excellent sales appeal and marketability. 

It was the concensus of opinion among those pre- 
sent that here was industry of the calibre Lindsay 
needed — large enough to make its presence felt. employ- 
ment-wise but of a size which probably would not ex- 
perience great bursts of production followed by corres- 
pondingly low points which, in some heavy industries, 
play havoc with the local economy. We wish this old- 
established American firm (over 100 years in business), 
every success in its Lindsay location and extend con- 
gratulations to the recently-formed Lindsay Industrial 
Commission for its part in bringing the industry here. 


NOT AT ALL SURPRISING... 

It was not at all surprising to read in the weekend 
press that a man had been arrested and tossed into jail 
on a drunk driving charge only to find out later that he 
had suffered a stroke, causing him to lose control of his 
car and ram a utilities pole. The surprising thing about 
such incidents is that there isn’t more of them. 


A man picked up on suspicion of being drunk, 
either driving or walking, is usually just locked up and 
left to “sober up”. There is no physical examination 
to determine the true condition and whether he lives or 
dies is usually left up to a power outside the human 
realm. He is categorically denied the “human rights” 
of which Ontario (perhaps Canada’s biggest purveyor 


of intoxicating drinks) makes so much but which surely 
should include a physical examination before incarcera-~ 
tion. 


There is a long overdue need for determining the 
physical (and probably mental) condition of a person 
arrested on any charge before conveniently relegating 
him to the confines of a cell. We have seen some evi- 
dence of this right here in Lindsay where one man took 
his life not long ago. How much proof do we need 
to convince us that visual observations of a man’s con- 
dition are inadequate before taking sfens to nrotect 
our citizens?

ALCOHOLISM — AN ILLNESS 
The most widespread addiction today was not to 
drugs such as cocaine or heroin, but to alcohol, said 


consultant psychiatrist Dr. P. H. Connell in a recent

The difference 
between a heavy drinker and an alcoholic was that the 
former might, for social reasons, drink a great deal at 
weekends, while the alcoholic had become dependent 
on drink, and eventually could not do without it. 

Dr. Connell maintained that while no one was born 
an alcoholic, some people were born with certain per- 
sonality potentialities, which, without a specifically 
helpfull upbringing, might eventually result in a prone- 
ness towards alcoholism, Someone basically insecure, 
someone unable to face up to stresses, who didn’t mix 
well, might, without the artificial courage of alcohol, 
feel inadequate and inferior, 

Previouusly alcohol was thought to be a stimulant; 
more recently it had become known to be a depressant. 
Today the actual area of the brain that alcohol depres- 
sed with a resulting disintegration of judgment and the 
memory, had been discovered to be the Reticula Formu- 
la. 

Because of the many different types of personality 
inyolved, the actual treatment of an alcoholic could be 
difficult. But Dr. Connell maintained that an alcoholic 
was a person who certainly needed treatment, because 
he was, in fact, a sick man. With treatment, he thought 
that about a third of the alcoholics would recover, a 
third would be much improved and again, roughly a 
third would not benefit from out-patient treatment 
and would need to be in-patients in an institution. 

There were a number of types of medical treat- 
ment for alcoholism which depended on a patient feel- 
ing very sick if he took a drink after certain drugs had 


been absorbed into his blood-stream. Suubsequently it 
would be hoped that he would associate feeling ill with 


drinking. After a period of abstension, however, he 
might be tempted to think that ‘one little drink wouldn’t 
do him any harm’. But alcoholics could not restrict 
themselves to one little drink. 

It was after specific medica] treatment that social 
factors became extremely and increasingly important, 
Dr. Connell said. After all; a person who alcohol had 
helped to overcome his personality problems could not 
return to society without some compensation for the 


“Dutch courage’ previously provided for him by drink. 
It was at this stage that organizations like Alcoholics 


Anonymous were necessary, or social clubs which would 
usfully help to fill in the time previously spent by the 
alcoholic propping up the bar. 

Dr. Connell felt, though, that there was no really 
clear-cup solution yet to the problem of alcoholism. 
There must, he felt, be a long-term attack on it, and 
prevention in terms of family care and child psychiatric 
units should play an increasingly big part in this attack. 
At the same time, Dr. Connell thought that so long as 


there were no excessive cultural sanctions against alco-» 


hol, there would always be alcoholism, The job was 
to cut down the numbers. —BBE London Letter. 
“LITTLE DROPS OF WATER....” 

KEMPTVILLE—“Little drops of water...” 

“A single drop of water appears to be a small, in- 
offensive thing which should cause no one any great 
concern. In fact, life itself depends on little drops of 
water and destruction to people, animals and the land,” 
Kemptville District Forester W.A.G. Thurston, R.P.F., 
points out. He adds: 

“Have you ever noticed the vast power, in relation 
to its size, embodies in a single drop of water? Have 
you ever closely watched the surface of your garden or 
flower bed in a heavy rain storm? Have you not been 
awed at the amount of soil particles moved from their 
place by a single drop of water hitting the soil’s surface? 

“Tf you have not observed the action of water drops 
at such close range, you haye observed muddy water 
running off a garden, muddy water in ditches and in 
streams and, finally, in rivers. This muddy water is 
simply the result of the action of countless ilttle drops 
of water. 

“The erosive force created by falling and moving 
water can ruin our Jand if it is not controlled. Agricul- 
turists have learned to grow crops and cultivate fields 
in a way that will reduce or at least control erosion. 
Strip cropping, contour farming, mulching, terracing, 
sod cover, ete., are all means of reducing this destruc- 
tive force. 

“Forests are one of nature’s best ways of control- 
Ing erosion and, at the same time, producing a profit- 
able crop from the land. Who hasn't sought shelter 
from a sudden summer shower under large trees? At 
these moments we give little thought to what is going 
on around us. 

“Reflections, however, shows us many interesting 
things. The leaves of the tree have stopped or slowed 
the headlong plunge of the little drops of water, Frequ- 
ently, the short shower gets no water through to the 
ground under the tree at all until after the shower is 
over. Then the drop from the tree may start to reach 
the ground, 

“Thus, nature has allowed a longer time for the 
water to percolate into the ground rather than run off 
over the surface. 

“Snow in a forest melts slowly because it is shelt- 
ered from thesun. ‘The resulting water has a chance to 
soak into the ground rather than run off. We must 
establish and manage forests which prevent erosion. 


FEATHERBEDDING 


The Ontario Federation of Labor thinks it is incor- 
rect and unfair for a Canadian dictionary to define 
featherbedding as: 

-.- forcing of an employer by a union to pay 
unnecessary employees (as firemen on diese] 
locomotives). 

It is not clear if the Wederation objects to the 
example of featherbedding cited by the dictionary or to 
the fact that there is no mention of uneconomic prac- 
tices on the management side of industry and in other 
walks of life. One delegate, for example, suggested 
that the appointment of Senators at $10,000 a year was 


an example of featherbedding. 

Whatever the Federation's objection, the answer 
is not to rewrite the dictionary. It is to abolish every 
form of featherbedding so that the word becomes an an- 
achronism and to practice an historical curiosity.

LOGGING MUSEUM 

A suggestion has been made by one Lakehead 
woods operator that a logging museum be established 
in Thunder Bay District so that present and coming 
generations may know something of the early history 
of logging in the area. Many of the old (and even 
more recent) types of logging equipment and machines, 
no longer in use, could serve as reminders of the de- 
velopment of one of the area’s most important indus- 
tries. 

The Port Arthur District office of the Department 
of Lands and Forests has agreed to make available a 
site in Sibley Provincial Park near Lizard Lake to set 
up such a museum. This site is where an old old Pro- 
yincial Paper Company camp was once located. 

One Museum 

At present there is only one other major logging 
museum in Ontario. This is located on Clark’s Creek, 
in the Algonquin Proyincial Park.

BLACK AND WHITE 

Four years ago Aberdeen- Angus cattle were being 
discounted two cents a pound by Alberta commission buy- 
ers and feeders. Today the all-blacks are bringing a pre- 
mium of two cents. 

Officials of the Alberta Aberdeen-Angus Associa- 
tion were unable to understand this prejudice against 
the black breed because blacks had won their share of 
honors in carcass competition, were known for high yield 
and early maturity. 

Investigation of the situation by the association 
directors revealed that buyers might have been prejudiced 
because offerings were generally made in small and un- 
even lots, Many smaller breeders and commercial men 
just didn’t have the numbers to offer in carload lots, 

Three years ago the association went to the owners 
of two auction markets at Brooks and Hill River and asked 
them to set aside several days at which all-black commer- 
cial range cattle would be sold. The association would 
sponsor the sales and advertise dates but would not in- 
terfere in any way with the management of the sale. The 
only demand the association made was that one of its 
representatives monitor each sale to see that the sales 
were kept strictly all-black, or that good-type crossbreds 
were consigned. : 

In charge of promoting the sales were George Mc- 
Morris and John Bartch, of Queenstown. 

The first year less than 2,000 head were sold at the 
two auction markets, This type of sale became so popular 
that in the third year a five-fold increase has been effect- 
ed; more than 10,000 worth more than $2,000,000 were 
sold at 9 sales in 7 different auction centres, Mrs. Dorothy 
Banks, secretary, said, 

The sales began Oct. 15 and concluded Oct. 29. 
Red Deer sold 607, Coronation 605, Brooks 632, Stettler 
3,368 in two sales, High River 715, Pincher Creek 2,588 
in two sales, Fort Macleod 1,714, The biggest sale was at 
Stettler with over 2,000 entered the first day. 

“T really didn’t believe there were that many blacks 
which could be offered for sale”, said an Angus official, 
“It was a real surprise. 

“Another thing that pleased us was that the prices 
held up to the very last sale.” 

At each sale the smaller consignments are lumped to- 
gether and sorted out in carload lots, This is of great 
help to the smaller man who may have only three or four 
head of unevenly sized animals to sell and not be able to 
take advantage of unevenly sized animals the feeders are 
willingly to pay for even carload lots. At both Fort Mac- 
leod and Stettler smaller operators were there by the 
dozens, So great was the press off business that small 
trucks were still unloading at 6 p.m, on sale day.

NOVEMBER DAYS 

What better way is there to 
begin a good dinner than with 
a bowl of clear, steaming con- 
somme?

THE EXTRA TOUCH 

Garnishing is an art that can 
be acquired by following a few 
simple rules and by practising 
these rules each day.

they may detract from the 
main dish. 

A garnish must be neatly ar- 
ranged in a fashion that will 
enhance the food with which it 
is to be used, A flat speading 
garnish will make a mold ap- 
pear smaller, whereas a perky 
lettuce leaf will give it height. 
Temperature is a factor which 
will make or mar a garnish. 
It would be most satisfactory 
to serve a cold sliced frankfur- 
ter on a hot soup or hot pine- 
apple rings on cold ham, Also 
any frozen food that is used as 
a garnish should be sufficient- 
ly cold to hold its shape. Color 
is an important factor when 
considering the best garnish 
for the occasion. Colors 
should harmonizze, never 
clash, and care must be taken 
when considering an artificial 
color so that a pleasing effect 
will be the result, not a repel- 
lent one. Contrasting colors 
usually produce and artistic 
picture and so much of our 
food is a neutral shade that a 
wide range of color treatment 
is permitted. 

Garnishes need not he ex- 
pensive. Properly used, al- 
most any leftover material can 
do wonders to make a drab 
dish take on a regal aspect, but 
you must remember that no 
garnish can be used to dis- 
guise a poor quality food. A 
beautiful serving dish compli- 
ments any food and it is worth 
your while to unveil more of- 
ten those that you have stored 
away for special occasions. Af- 
ter all, who is more special than 
your family. 


Spool Holder

M. Forman 
The main paper given by 
Miss M. Forman at the Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance 
Union meeting on Cambridge 
St. United Church parlor was 
entitled “The Alcoholism and 
Drug Addiction Research 
Foundation” in Toronto with 
branches in London, Hamilton 
Ottawa and Fort William. 
This was indeed very inter- 
esting and thought-provoking 
as the full aspect of the Foun- 
dation which has earned an in- 
ternational reputation, was un- 
folded, It was pointed out that 
“An alcoholic is a person who 
has become physically depen- 
dent upon the presence of al- 
cohol in his system or has de- 
veluped a psychological need 
for its anaesthetic effect or 
both. In Ontario there are 
93,000 known alcoholics. Al- 
coholism handicaps or disables 
about 5 times as many people 
as either cancer or TB.” The 
foundation says it recognizes 
that with the knowledge now 
available and with patience, 
most alcoholics can be helped 
to overcome their disability 
The services of the Founda- 
tion clinics are available to any 
resident in Ontario, There are 
out-patient services and in-pa- 
tient services, the latter only 
available at the Toronto clinic. 
Miss Forman also read a let- 
ter written by a patient who 
had been told by his boss and

Four hunters are reported 
to haye been injurred last 
Wednesday in a freak acci- 
dent 
been struck by rock splinters 
when a bullet hit it with shat- 
tering force. The accident o 
curred on the Gelert farm of 
Edward Peacock and most ser- 
iously injured was the owner's 
grandson, Joseph Peacock, 24. 
He was rushed to the Ross 
Memorial Hospital, Lindsay by 
Minden ambulance. Listed as 
admitted suffering chest injur- 
jes at 4.30 p.m. Wednesday, 
his condition is reported as sat- 
isfactory this morning. 


An aunt of Joseph Peacock, 
Mrs. Russell Burke of Lochlin 
said the three others injured 
were, Dale and Larry Vick, 15 
and 17 years, respectively and 
Dick Peacock, 38. They are 
all now recovering at their 
Gelert homes. Dale with an 
injury to the calf of his leg, 
should have been hospitalized 
but there was no room in the 
Minden hospital, she explain- 
ed, adding he was not carrying 
a gun at the time of the acci- 
dent.

Ontario’s Retail Sales Tax has 
added 28-million, 746-thousand 
dollars more than expected to 
the provincial coffers in its 
first six months of operation. 

Treasurer James N. Allan, 
commenting on the windfall, 
remarked, happily, “a bad fore- 
cast, but we had little to go on.” 

His department had predict- 
ed a reyenue of 50-million dol- 
lars in the first six months 
from the three per cent tax, 

A financial report for the 
year ended March 31st show- 
ed the tax garnered 78-million, 
746-thousand and 682-dollars 
since September, 1961. 

Allan said the forecast was 
inaccurate partly because an 
expected flurry of last-minute 
buying to beat the tax failed 
to materialize, and sales re- 
turns were made quicker than 
expected. He said the main 
reason, however, was that the 
treasury department had no 
precedent on which to base its 
estimate. 

The department originally 
estimated the first year’s in- 
come from the tax at 150-mil- 
lion dollars, but later revised 
the figure to 160-million dol- 
lars. 

Allan said the 28-million 
dollar plus bonus would go to 
curbing the province’s rising 
capital debt. The net capital 
debt rose last year by 116-mil- 
lion dollars to one billion, 209- 
million dollars.

| The Lindsay Recreation 
Commission has submitted the 
following detailed report on 
the condition of the Lindsay 
Arena. The report comes in 
the wake of publicly made 
charges that the building was 
and still is, unsafe. Here is 
the text of the report:

1. “Work on the arena has 
|been nearly completed. As

As to your question 
regarding the difference in 
dead load between the old 
roofing and the new, the new 
roofing is 4 pounds per square 
foot heavier.

3. “Structural steel beams 

extending in north-south di- 
|rection approximately 30 feet 
long and spaced at 14 feet 
centres are adequate.” 
} 4. “Wood joists 2” x 10” at 
16 inch centres, approximately 
14 feet long will be adequate 
under the hobbies and crafts 
areas and the dressing rooms. 
However, the joists under the 
main lobby should be rein- 
forced with additional joists 
between existing joists”. This 
condition has been remedied 
by the addition of concrete 
block walls and additional 
beams. 

5. “The north pier on the 
west wall has a crack extend- 
ing from the ground to a 
height of about 14 feet. This 
pier should be repaired”. This 
condition has been remedied 
under the exterior program. 

6. “There is a crack in the 
front wall near the east corner 
of the building. Brick under 
the steel lintel should be re- 
moved and replaced with new 
bricks or if appearance is not 
a factor, by patching with new 
mortar. Another crack ap- 
pears at the junction of the 
front wall and the 
south-east pier. Remove 
the cracked bricks and replace 
with new ones.” This condi- 
tion is being remedied under 
the exterior program. 

7. “Bott the east and west 
walls appear to be bowed out 
about 2 inches. We suggest 
that masonry anchors be in- 
stalled at the second and third 
floor lines at 4 feet centres. 
Anchors should be embedded 
in the masonry and hooked. 
Anchors should be tied back 
to at least 3 joists.” This con- 
dition is being remedied under 
the floor program. 

8. “8 wood arch bases on 
the east side and 3 on the west 
are covered with earth. The 
earth around the bases should 
be removed and the wood 
cleaned.” This condition is 
being remedied under the 
contract. 

9. “The framing for the 
north wall is adequate al- 
though the 2” x 4” girts are 
slightly overstressed with a 
wind load of 20 p.s.f.” This 
condition has been remedied 
by the addition of lateral sup- 
port at the platform and by 
the addition of a horizontal 
plywood skin at the critical 
level of the north wall. 

10. “On checking the exist- 
ing wood arches using the 
snow loading shown for this 
region in the 1960 National 
Building Code of Canada we 
found that the stresses in the 
arches were more than the al- 
lowable stresses called for in 
that code. The wood arches 
have been checked for struc- 
tural adequacy by calculation. 
The top and bottom chord 
members have been found to

YEARLY CHECKUP SUGGESTED 


the web members which con- 
sist/ a single piece of 2” x 10” 
lumber would be overstress- 
ed under the snow load- 
ing specified in the National 
Building Code. However, there 
would not be much use in re- 
inforcing these members be- 
cause the connections, which 
consist generally of one 5/8” 
diameter bolt would be highly 
overstressed under this de- 
sign load. 

In view of the fact that 
there does not appear to be 
any sign of distress in the 
building after about 27 years 
of service, and since there is 
no economical way of streng- 
thening the connections, we 
feel that the best course to fol- 
low under the circumstances 
is to keep the arches under ob- 
servation and if any new 
cracks or spits in the wood 
or any other signs of deterior- 
ation appear, these should be 
repaired immediately. 

To this end we strongly 
recommend that an annual 
visual inspection of the arches 
be made part of the regular 
maintenance program. 

It was not possible to see 
the foundation under the piers 
and these do not come within 
the scope of this report. 

However, as we stated in 
our report on May 3rd, 1962, 
we feel that the building can 
be maintained in a safe condi- 
tion provided a regular pro- 
gram of inspection and repair 
is carried out. 


It would be uneconomical to 
reinforce the arches to bring 
them up to the standard of the 
National Building Code. As 
we said in our earlier report 
this has withstood all the load- 
ings imposed on it by nature 
for the past 27 years without 
damage, and, provided that 
the arches are maintained in 
good condition there is no 
reason why it should not con- 
tinue to give good service in 
the future.” 


In simple language the pre- 
ceeding means that the main 
structural components of the 
arches, are adequate for the 
latest snow loadings recom- 
mended by the National Build- 
ing Code of 40 pounds per 
square foot of roof surface. 
These snow loading have never 
been approached in this area 
for the past 27 years, although 
the main components are cal- 
culated to be safe even under 
this maximum load, 

The secondary components 
are web members, in the arch 
which, when built 27 years 
ago, were considered adequate 
but under the revised code, 
some of them would not be 
considered able to support a 
full 40 pound snow load. 
There is always a margin of 
safety attached to an engineer- 
ing calculation, and it is pro- 
bable that even if the web 
members were subjected to 
the full maximum load, which 
would involve approximately 
four feet of snow on the roof, 
this member would be ade- 
quate with the safety margin.

The structural deficiencies 
as outlined above were present 
in the building before the 
renovation program was car- 
ried out. Most of them are 
minor and will be, or have al- 
ready been, corrected during 
the course of renovation work 
by the general contractor. 
The maximum loadings have 
been calculated based on the 
latest edition of the National 
Building Code indicating a 
maximum design load of 40 
pounds per square foot for 
snow. 

The dead weight of the new 
roof, at approximately five 
pounds per square foot, is in- 
significant in the structural 


calculation in comparison to 
the live snow load of 40 pounds 
per square foot, and although 
the old metal deck which was 
removed, was lighter than 
five pounds per square foot,

These figures puzzle us .. - They wets us want to 
ask questions (and we probably will) ..- They Cone 
us to wonder if our public and high school costs aren't 
out of line. Maybe they will cause readers to wonder 
a little bit too, perhaps even ask a few pertinent ques- 
tions during this pre-election period in Lindsay. 


SEVERAL GAUNTLETS WERE THROWN DOWN 

Not one but several gauntlets were thrown down at 
last night’s nomination meeting as aspiring 1963 candi- 
dates took issue with the performance of the 1962 Lind- 
say Council. They will have to be either picked up and 
any challenge met and cleared away between now and 
election day, or left lay there as one would leave a case 
of dynamite unless familiar with how to handle it safely. 

‘One of the more disturbing challenges made to the 
4962 Council and the Recreation Commission in particu- 
lar, was by Reginald A. Cox who alleged that there was 
some doubt still as to the safety of the present arena. He 
challenged the town to have an independent professional 
engineer come in and give 4 full report on its true con- 
dition from a standpoint of structural safety. He further 
took issue with the statement made following an in- 
spection of the building which declared it safe “under 
normal conditions.” Mr. Cox has, quite frankly, not been 
alone in questioning the meaning of “under normal con- 
ditions”, nor in querying the adequacy of the findings as 
made public. We fail to see, in the light of all that has 
gone on, how the town can’ sidestep this challenge. For 
political expediency it should be accepted and dealt with 
before the election. 

Another serious allegation by Mr. Cox had to do with 
his applications for the position of recreation director — 
three in all. He charged that on none of the three occa- 
sions he had made application for the job, had he been 
given the courtesy of a reply or an interview. We feel 
that if applicants are being interviewed for any municipal 
position there is no valid reason for excluding anyone. 
Some explanation is called for here. 

Mayor Holtom was challenged on several major 
points which call for action. His opponent, Mrs. Doris 
Acheson, has challenged him to come up with a surplus 
of at least $37,000 at this year’s end or be prepared to 
tell the people where this amount of money went to after 
she had left in to the town’s credit as finance chairman 
in 1961. 

Ex-reeve Harry Peirce has challenged the 1962 Coun- 
cil to explain how it let contracts covering all town hall 
repairs in the amount of $9,886.50 and then ran out of 
meney to complete the work after having spent just 
over $14,000 on the project. 

As we can see, there are real challenges and they 
should be met . . . We expect they will and we hope it 
will be at an early date. 


“THE OLD ORDER CHANGETH” 
“The old order changeth” is a phrase which applies 
_as well to governments as to any other thing under the 
sun ... They too must be prepared to accept change in 
the light of changing needs and conditions . . . What was 
good yesterday and the day before may not be good when 
viewed in the light of today and the dimly lit path leading 
into the tomorrows. 

Two aspirants to Lindsay’s Council in 1963 have ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with county councils as they effect 
Lindsay. 1962 Finance Chairman Russell Taylor thinks 
the bill the town has to foot for county purposes in rela- 
fion to direct benefits it out of proportion. Former 
finance chairman and ex-reeve Harry Peirce would abolish 
the county system altogether or at least have a differ- 
ent arrangement. There are grounds for the thinking 
expressed by both men — Lindsay does pay a high price 
for its membership in the county family and, on the basis 
of the now seemingly unfair “extra mill” levy for high 
school purposes against the town, the other members of 
the county family are, to a large extent, unwilling to 
“bend a little” in a spirit of co-operation with the town. 
It is situtations like this which do nothing to foster good 
relations at the county council level, and’ challenge the 
fairness of its control. 

Only an ostrich with its head well down in the sand 
could fail to see that restlessness over county matters is 
fairly widespread and, such being the case, it is reason- 
able to predict that a review of the municipal government 
structure will come about before too long. We say this 
not in condemnation of the county system but in the be- 
lief that any system, long entrenched and to a degree 
changeless, might benefit by a good shaking up. 


AN ELECTION APPEARS ASSURED 

Wednesday night’s nomination meeting will be a 
complete surprise to most people if it doesn’t result in an 
election being called 10 days later, at least for council, 
A contest (two-way anyway) is certain for the mayorality 
if both incumbent Mayor Joseph Holtom and Mayor-as- 
pirant Doris Acheson stick by their decisions to seek the 
cee for 1963, and there is everything to indicate they 
will, 

Coming down the scale, there is no sign yet that Reeve 
Lloyd Found will be opposed in seeking re-election, nor 
has anyone suggested they would oppose Deputy-reeve 
George Finney if he decides to stand again, The posi- 
tion as far as councillors are concerned is a little differ- 
ent and one vacancy will have to be filled in view of the 
fact that Councillor Robt, Payne has definitely stated he 
will not seek a second term of office.

An increasing concentration of British newspaper 
ownership in fewer hands and some financial participa- 
tion by newspapers in television has, during the past few 
years, raised the question of whether this development 
constitutes a danger to the public interest in that an 
accurate presentation of news and the free expression of 
opinion may be affected. As a result a Royal Commis- 
sion was set up under the chairmanship of Lord Shaw- 
cross in February 1961. 

The Report of the Royal Commisison contains the 
following main recommendations: 

The setting up of a Press Amalgamations Court with 
power to limit the extension of newspaper ownership. 

The reconstitution with wide powers of the General 
Press Council (which was set up in 1953 following the 
1949 Royal Commission of the Press) and increased lay 
representation on the Council. 

The Control of commercial television interests by 
newspapers should be ended, 

The efficiency of newspapers should be improved. 
Concentration of Ownership 

The report, in an outline of the present state of the 
Press, shows that since the report of the last Royal Com- 
mission on the Press in 1949 the number of newspapers 
generally has declined. Seventeen daily or Sunday news- 
papers have ceased publication and only four new ones 
have been started; and the number of weeklies has de- 
creased. 

The extent to which a few proprietors dominate the 
the supply of news and opinion through the daily and 
Sunday Press has increased. Taking daily and Sunday 
papers together, the three largest undertakings (Daily 
Mirror Group, Associated Newspapers, Beaverbrook 
Newspapers) sold 65 per cent of the total number of copies 
sold in 1961 compared with 43 per cent in 1948. Spec- 
tacular movements toward concentration of ownership 
have taken place among periodicals, though the range and 
diversity of the periodical Press makes it difficult to mea- 
sure their extent and significance. 

“The potential danger to the public interest of 
further concentration of ownership and control in the 
newspaper Press by amalgamations is beyond doubt” 
the report states. Such concentration carries with it the 
potential danger that variety of opinion may be stifled. 
In the provincial Press the main danger of chain owner- 
ship is that the local Press may be derprived of its local 
character. The Commission does not suggest, however, 
that there should be a wholesale prohibition of all future 
amalgamations or expansions. There can be no public 
interest, the report says, in preventing such transactions 
as the merger of The News Chroncile with the Daily Mail 
in 1960 or the Sunday Dispatch with the Sunday Express 
in 1961 when in each case the former would have gone out 
of existence in any event. There are, however, other pos- 
sible circumstances in which amalgamations might take 
place which require scrunity. é 

In any recent acquisition of Odhams Press Ltd. by 
the Daily Mirror Group, for example, the financial in- 
terests of the shareholders were the only interest taken 
into account. This seems to be the sort of transaction 
which in future might justify scrunity from the point of 
view of the public interest. —Background to Britain.

The feeling was 
heightened during the Cuban crisis when the nation 
couldn’t find out where it stood in relation to the action 
by United States as federal government spokesmen 
came up with little more than a Jot of double talk which 
only increased the atmosphere of indecision and un- 
certainty. 

It is perhaps only natural that the Diefenbaker ad- 
ministration endeavours to “hang on by the skin of its 
teeth” pending a more favorable political climate for 
holding an election but the odds against its lasting that 
long are great... It really should take the Initiative and 
call another election. By doing so it would at least 
show the courage of its convictions and even if de- 
feated, it would leave a better taste in the mouths of the 
nation’s people for having sought a clear mandate. 

The present arrangement at Ottawa is virtually 
making a laughing stock of the party system of goy- 
ernment with strange bedfellows bunking together on 
all sides for the sake of imaginary political expediency.

REQUIREMENTS VARY IN 
WATERING OF 
HOUSE PLANTS 

The water requirements of 
house plants vary according to 
the location, temperature, hu- 
midity and light in the room, 
as well as the type of plant, the 
kind of soil, the age of the 
plant, the rate of growth, and 
the size and type of container. 

Horticulturists with the 

Ontario Department of Agri- 

culture offer the following sug- 

gestions for watering house 


plants: 
e The condition of the sur- 
face soil usually indicates 


when water is required; add 
enough water to wet the soil to 
the bottom of the pot. 

e Plants should be watered 
in the mornings, so that they 
are not saturated over-night, a 
condition which encourages 
disease. Care should be taken 
to avoid wetting the foliage, 
especially if the foliage is very 
hairy. 

e Plants that are growing 
rapidly in a warm sunny situ- 
ation may need watering every 
day. On the other hand if 
the plant is in a cool sunless lo- 
snow. 

e Do not over-water as this 
encourages stem rot. It also 
prevents the plant from obtain- 
ing sufficient oxygen from the} 
soil. 

HOUSEHOLD SCRAPBOOK 
Ripping Wedge 

When ripping a long board 
with a handsaw, you usually 
need a wedge of some sort to 
hold the saw cut open, since it 
tends gradually to close and 
bind your say blade. A 
wedge for this purpose can 
be improvised by driving a 
large nail through a block of 
wood, then inserting the nail 
into the saw cut while you 
grasp the block of wood to 
move it along the board as 
your saw cut progresses. 

Apply some cold water im- 
mediately to egg stains on fab- 
ries. If treated soon enough, 
this usually removes the stains 
from most materials.

LIGHT A FACTOR 

IN HOUSE PLANTS 
‘Light is an essential factor 
that individual plants need 
for plant growth, but the a- 
mount and intensity of light 
varies greatly. 

During the long days of 
spring and summer when the 
sun is very hot and bright, 
many plants such as African 
Violets and Cinerarias may 
need to be shaded during part 
of the day, 

Now that winter is here, with 
short daylight periods most 
houseplants should be placed 
in the brightest locations. 

All Philodendrons, English 
ivy, Sansevieria, Dracaena, 
and the Rubber plant are 
shade tolerant, and will sur- 
vive in diffused light or in a 
north window. 

When grown in windows, 
plants tend to bend towards 
the light To counteract this 
pheomena (phototropism), hor- 
ticulturists with the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture ad- 
| vise giving the pots a quarter 
turn each day.

Turnips are a popular On- 


|| tario vegetable that are not 


only yery flavorful, colorful 
and economical but they also 
have excellent food value and 
good keeping qualities. 

There are several varieties 
of table turnips on the market 
today, but the one most widely 
used here and exported to the 
United States is the Laurentian 
with its golden yellow body and 
deep purple mantle, Many 
ective 
measure which preserves 
freshness and reduces vitamin 
loss. Food experts at Macdon- 
ald Institute, Guelph, say that 
the turnip contains a good 
supply of Vitamin © ana cer- 
tain minerals, and when stored 
at cool temperatures (84 to 
40 degree F) most of these nu- 
trients will be retained. 

When buying a turnip, it is 
wise fo look for one that is 
firm, smooth and wel] shaped. 
It is helpful to know that one 
pound when diced and cooked 
gives 2 to 2% cups (3 or 4 sery- 
ings). 

For best color and flavor, 
cook this vegetable in a large 
amount of boiling water, un-

be retained in a small amount 
of water, but the turnip would 
have to be watched closely to 
avoid scorching. If water must 
be added, it should be boiling 
water, In either case, cook 
only until fender Serye with 
butter and chopped parsley or 
a dash of nutmeg.

(4) Recommendations from 
other municipalities that, in 
their experience, lagoon treat- 
ment is most efficient and 


least expensive (on file in 
Clerk's office.) 
(5) Lagoons can handle 


waste from industrial plants

Chronic patient hospital 
how under county study; 
County Home wing urged 


Victoria County Council, in 
session this week, took the first 
step towards establishing a 
hospital in Lindsay for the ac- 
commodation of chronic pa- 
tients. A motion was passed 
instructing County Clerk Wel- 
don to secure information re- 
garding procedure necessary 
to build a wing at the County 
Home and information regard- 
ing the number of beds, cost of 
construction and operating 
costs, as well as possible gov- 
ernment assistance. 

Clerk Weldon volunteered 
the information that a wing 
could be built with the govern- 
ment paying 50 percent of the 
cost and that the government 
would then pay 70 percent of 
maintenance. 


The question arose when it 
Was explained that Reeve 
Kennedy of Verulam, Reeve 
Cunningham ‘of Bobcaygeon 
and M. O. H. Dr. W. D. Thomas 
of Bobcaygeon, sent a brief to 
the Ontario Hospital Service 
Commission requesting that 
the two nursing homes be al- 
lowed to admit more patients, 
especially in the summer 
months when many tourists 
wish medical attention.

DIVERTICULOSIS? DON’T 
WORRY AND FOLLOW 
DOCTOR’S ORDERS 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My 
doctor says that X rays show 
that I have diverticulosis. He 
tells me not to worry about 
it. Is there anything I can do?) 
Mrs. B. 

Comment: Yes. Follow his 
advice. Otherwise you will 
get yourself into a dither a- 
pout something unimportant. 
I grant that diverticulosis 
sounds impressive and per- 
haps dangerous. Neverthe- 
less, it is a relatively common 
condition, which most people 
don't know they have until 
they take X rays for one rea- 
son or another. 

We don’t know the cause of 
these little out-pouchings in 
the bowels. Some say that 
constipation may contribute, 
put if so. it isn’t the only cause. 
All you need to know is that | 
most people with diverticu- 
go through life without any 
complications. 

“If they have any discomfort 
at all, it is a good idea to lubri- 
cate the bowel occasionally 
with mineral oil (not nightly); 
and to keep away from rough- 
age in the diet and from vege-| 


tables which irritate the 
bowel. Experience will soon 
teach you which foods irritate 
you. Otherwise, as your doc- 
tor says, you can forget about 
it. 

Occasionally, the pouches 
may become inflamed. We call 
this complication diverticuli- 
tis. Sometimes antibiotics 
will take care of it; at other 
times, an operation is neces- 
sary. 

But as for diverticulosis it- 
self, I keep telling people not 
to be overly impressed by this) 
high-sounding name. Its bark 
is more scary than its bite.

The basic treatment | is 
simple: give the overburdened 
or insulted stomach a rest. 
Fasting for at least a day — 
taking occasional hot teas 
sometimes with dry toast — is 
the best of all treatments. 

Simple acute gastritis should 
not last more than a few hours. 
If stomach pain, nausea and 
vomiting occur in the early 
morning hours for example, 
don’t go through another night 
without getting medical help if 
the symptoms haven’t cleared 
up for the most part by after- 
noon. “ 

It’s normal to feel “washed 
out” after a seige of vomiting, 
Nausea and diarrhea — but it 
isn’t normal for the acute dis- 
comfort to Jast too many 
hours. 

I haven’t mentioned medi- 
cines to take; if you need them, 
they will be in your doctor's 
jurisdiction. For the most 
part, as Ihave said, all you 
need to do for the ordinary 
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upset stomach (acute gastri- 
tis) is to give the stomach a 
long-needed rest.

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WILL SMOKING WOREN 
BUERGER’S DISEASE? 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I am 
35 and have Buerger’s disease. | 
My problem is this: I smoke at 
least a pack a day. I can’t sem 
to stop. Is tobacco really bad 
for those with Buerger’s? Mr. 
Y. 

Comment: For those who) 
don’t know, Buerger’s disease 
is a condition which involves 
the blood circulation in the ex- 
tremities (mostly in’ the legs).| 
[t is a thromboangitis (inflama- 
tion and thrombosis) in the ar- 
teries which interferes with the 
blood supply. When it occurs 
in the legs, the patient com- 
plains of difficulty in walking 
because of the pain. Later on, 
the pain persists even at rest. 

Ulcers of the legs are a com- 
mon complication. We don’t 
know the actual cause. Lately 
some doctors have tried to put} 
the disease in the same cate- 
gory as atherosclerosis, but 
the majority opinion is that 
Buerger’s is a distinct entity. 

We doctors have the unen- 
viable reputation of being) 
equivocal gents. When you! 
ask us a question and we have 
no specific answer we are in- 
clined to say “yes and no.” 
This is necessary because there 
are so Many unanswered ques- 


tions in medicine. 

For example, if two children 
have an attack of rheumatic 
fever, we can’t tell you defin- 
itely which one will have heart 
complications and which one 
will escape. | 

But not so with tobacco and 
Buerger’s. I don’t know of 
one doctor who will hem and 
haw here. He will come right 
out with it: “Tf you continue to 
smoke cigarettes you will 
never get well. In fact you will 
surély get worse. Probably’ 
come to amputation.” ! 

And that is my answer, Mr. | 
Y. tobacco and Buerger’s don’t} 
mix. To be blunt: Tobacco is 
actual poison for Buerger’s. 
Please don’t wait for New 
Year's Eve to make a resolution 
to quit smoking. Do it today. 
UE OF ORAL INSULIN 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I am) 
52 and my doctor discovered I 
have diabetes. He says it is 
mild and intends to use the in- 
sulin by mouth in treating me. 
T hesitate because I have heard 
that such treatment is usually 
ineffective. I hope I’m wrong} 
because I'd surely rather take 
a pill than be stuck with a 
needle every day. — Mrs. 0. 

Coment: If I were you I'd go 
along with your doctor’s sug-} 
gestion. He has probably 


weighed all the evidence and 
believes you will do well on 
one of the “oral hypoglycemic 
agents” (lowering sugar con- 
tent of the blood). The well- 
known ones are called Orinase, 
Diabinese and DBI. Your doc- 
tor will make the choice; 

It is true that these medi- 
cines have occasionally failed 
in controlling diabetic patients. 
But the fault has usually been 
not that of the drug. For 
example, we know that people 


| who give a history of diabetes 


before the age of 40 should 
continue to take regular insul- 
in — or at least use the oral 
drugs only as supplementary 
medication. 

These drugs have been in 
use now for about six years, 
After study of thousands of 
cases doctors have found that 
when given in adequate dosage 
to the right patients, they are 
a boon in the management of 
diabetes. Especially is this 
true for patients of middle age 
with mild diabetes and for the 
elderly. As you can see, Mrs, 
O., you should be thankful, 
rather than hesitant to use 
these helpful drugs.
